R HOXHA — BANNER OF STRUGGLE FOR 
FREEDOM AND SOCIALISM 


- Dear comrades, 


We have gathered at this national confe- 
ence, which is opened on the eve of Comrade 
Inver Hoxha’s birthday, to pay homage to and evo- 
ce his brilliant work and life. 

_ Today our thoughts and feelings turn with 
rofound gratitude and respect to that great per- 
sonality who, with his life and work, wrote the 
most brilliant pages in the modern history of our 
incient people; to that glorious revolutionary who 
planted and successfully raised the communist ideas 
in Albania; to that mighty leader who became the 
torch-bearer of his own people on the road of the 
struggle for freedom and socialism. 

Just as the heights of mountains stand out 
more clearly on the horizon when you are far from 
hem, so the figures of outstanding men like Enver 
grow and become more majestic the more time pas- 
ses from the separation with them. The biography 
of such men who come into the life of society with 
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in the struggle for the industrialization of the 
country, for the modernization of agriculture and 
for the flowering of Albanian education, culture, 
art and science. Our impregnable defence, likewise, 
is his work. He taught the Party and our people 
to rely on their own strength. By applying this 
principle at every stage, our Albania made an un- 
precedented leap from darkness into light, from 
feudalism to socialism. The epoch of the Party and 
Enver Hoxha is the epoch in which the country 
was reborn, man was reborn, and which opened 
boundless horizons to life and activity. 


All the political-ideological, moral and material 
developments in our socialist society have their 
foundation and inspiration in the Marxist-Leninist 
ideas of Comrade Enver. They are ideas which 
orientate towards new higher developments, ideas 
which open up to the future and help to march 
towards it with sure steps. Our people and Party 
will always have them as a compass to be directed 
by them, as a guide to action. 

Comrade Enver did not learn scientific commu- 
nism at schools, courses or academies. The century 
of the Albanian people’s struggles to emerge in the 
light of freedom, the class battles of the world pro- 
letariat for social justice and progress gave birth 
to him, raised him and moulded him as a communist 
and revolutionary. In Enver Hoxha communism 
and Marxist-Leninist science found the man with 
training and knowledge, equipped with the qualities 
and virtues necessary to propagate, defend and ap- 
ply them consistently in the Albanian reality. 

The unity of the depth of the thinking with 
the simplicity of its expression is characteristic of 
all Comrade Enver’s work. This quality makes his 
work understandable to working people of all cate- 
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fories. Enver detested pompous and inflated phra~ 
seology. In his theoretical work there are no defi- 
nitions and categorical formulations as in school 
textbooks. He was an outstanding Marxist thinker 
and philosopher and, as such, an irreconcilable ene- 
my of empty abstractions and academic theori- 
zing. 
_ Comrade Enver had a special ability to sum up 
and draw very important conclusions from even a 
simple action of the revolutionary practice of the 
_ masses. By observing and studying the development 
_ of the present-day revolutionary movement, the in- 
ternational situation and the dialectical process of 
the progress of the Albanian society, he dealt with 
a series of capital questions of the world revolu- 
tion and the socialist construction of Albania with 
complete scientific competence. His Marxist opinion 
carries solid weight in matters of philosophy and po- 
litics, ideology and the economy, culture and art, 
in military and international issues. The figure of 
Comrade Enver represents an organic blending of 
human virtues. In him the noble ideals for which 
he fought were perfectly combined with his fine 
feelings and spiritual beauty. His heart and whole 
being responded with a profound humanism to all 
the people’s feelings and worries in life. Comrade 
Enver rejoiced both over the bringing into. pro- 
duction of a gigantic combine and over the birth 
of a new citizen of the Republic; both over the 
production of the first handful of superphosphate 
and over the appearance of a new song. He thought, 
designed. and worked about the future and prospe- 
rity of the Homeland just as he paid attention to 
the living conditions of a pensioner or of an orphan- 
age. He worried over every shortage, over every 
weakness and carelessness which hindered the work, 
but worry over the health of a comrade would 
keep him awake, too. In his figure, the great 
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preoccupations over the fate of the Homeland and 
socialism were completely blended with his hu- 
man concern about the troubles of any simple wor- 
ker. 

His devotion to the cause of the people and the 
Homeland, his loyalty to the Party and consistent 
adherence to Marxism-Léninism were the most im- 
portant factors which made his profound thinking 
and healthy judgement, foresight, wisdom and pa- 
tience in general, his boldness and courage, when 
boldness and courage were called for, but also se- 
verity when severity was necessary, distinguishing 
features of Comrade Enver. 

On its course of freedom, genuine independence 
and ceaseless social progress, little Albania. has en- 
countered innumerable difficulties and great obsta- 
cles and savage and cunning rabid enemies.

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s teachings and work 
anscend the boundaries of Albania. The second 
If of the 20th century is one of the most compli- 
ated periods of the European and world history. 
ais is the period of deep revolutionary transforma- 
ions which turned the ratio of forces to the advan- 
age of socialism, but also the period of the great 
etreat of revolution as a result of the revisionist 
yetrayal. This period marked the overthrow of the 
iid colonial system of imperialism but also the birth 
f a not less oppressive, exploiting and enslaving 
eo-colonialist system. The second half of this cen- 
tury is the period of a great unprecedented techni- 
cal-scientific revolution which gave a powerful im- 
pulse to the development of the productive forces, 
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but it is also the period of the deepening of the ge- 
neral crisis of the world capitalist system. It is the 
time of the growing expansion of American impe- 
rialism through interferences and even open aggres- 
sions all over the globe, but also the time of the 
emergence in the scene of a new imperialism, So- 
viet social-imperialism, which is just as aggressive 
and ambitious for world domination as American 
imperialism. 

All these changes were accompanied with 
the spread of great ideological and _ political 
confusion, a motley of bourgeois and _ revisio-

The historic victory of the Anti-fascist Natio- 
nal Liberation War is a glorious epic in the history 
of the Albanian people, which cannot be imagined 
without the leading, organizing and directing role 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha.

put this program into practice. On this basis, in 
less than a year from its founding, the Party won 
undisputed authority and popularity and affirmed 
tself as the sole leader of the liberation struggle 
on a national scale, which is a case without pre- 
eedent in the history of the world communist and 
workers’ movement. Just as rapidly, time affirmed 
Enver Hoxha, too, as the outstanding leader of the

3 In the conditions of the fascist occupation of 
Albania, when the freedom and national sove-

The 
jurse of development of events and especially 
jeir consequences for the fate of the people would 
spend directly on who would be at the head of 
1e war and the Front, who would lead them. It 
as precisely this hegemonic role of the Communist 
arty of Albania that infuriated the enemies, includ- 
the nazi-fascist occupiers and their local colla- 
orators, the Anglo-Americans and the Ballists and 
Zogites, the Yugoslav Titoites and the secret agents 
f foreigners camouflaged in the ranks of the Front 
and the Party. All of them united on this point 
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and left no stone unturned, used various ways 
and methods to attain their goal. This speaks of 
the wisdom, courage and foresight of the Party, 
and Comrade Enver Hoxha, who knew how to 
cope with all these enemies and come out trium- 
phant over them, by defining and implementing 
wise tactics which routed all their plans. 

What makes Comrade Enver Hoxha’s role so 
outstanding is the fact that he knew how to orien- 
tate the struggle of the masses of the people tow- 
ards a clear and great objective which ensured the 
realization of their aspirations to national libera- 
tion and social emancipation. The far-sighted re- 
volutionary strategy of merging the struggle for 
freedom and independence with the war for the 
destruction of the old power and the establishment 
of the new people’s power gave the National Li- 
beration War an entirely new quality, its combi- 
nation and merger with a profound popular re- 
volution which constitutes perhaps a unique expe- 
rience without precedent in the history of national 
liberation wars. The Party, led by Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, consistently implemented this stra- 
tegy step by step all along the period of the war, 
thwarting all the attempts of the internal and ex- 
ternal enemies to divert them from this road. 

The magnificence of this revolutionary idea 
which Comrade Enver Hoxha put at the foundation 
of the line of the Communist Party of Albania from 
its founding and which was embodied in the plat- 
form of the National Liberation War comes out 
clearly in the fact that the capital question of the 
revolution, the question of state power in Albania 
was not left to the «big» to solve after the war, 
but was solved through fighting and in the course 
of the war by the Albanian people themselves.

In proportion to its territory 
and population, it ranks among the countries which 
suffered the greatest damage and ravages during 
the Second World War and which made an inva- 
luable contribution to the victory over fascism. 
is entitled Albania to a place of honour in the 
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great anti-fascist coalition of the peoples and made 
Enver Hoxha one of the glorious generals of the 
Second World War, whose name will remain un- 
forgettable in its history. 

The National Liberation War of the Albanian 
people was a component part of the great anti- 
fascist front of the peoples, but the Party, with 
Comrade Enver Hoxha at the head, safeguarded the 
identity of the war of the Albanian people with 
fanaticism, resolutely fighting against any inter- 
ference in our internal affairs, any machination and 
intrigue whether by the Anglo-Americans or the 
neighbours. The fate of the war and the future of 
the Albanian people would no longer be decided 
by the foreigners in the capitals of Europe, but by 
the Albanian people themselves and on the Al- 
banian territory. The wise and far-sighted stand

Proceed- 
‘ing from these profound and all-round analyses, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha correctly defined the cha- 
‘racter of our epoch and its main contradictions, 
characterizing it as the epoch of proletarian and na- 
‘tional liberation. revolutions, the overthrow of im- 
perialism and the transition to socialism. On this 
basis, he advocated the revolutionary perspective 
which had been obscured by the revisionist be- 
_trayal and the whole bourgeois propaganda, defend- 
ed and maintained the fundamental thesis that the 
revolution is the only road of salvation from capi- 
alist and imperialist bondage. 

Spreading all sorts of anti-Marxist concepts

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deeply affected by the occupation of the Homeland, 
the large-scale revolt of the working masses, oppres- 
sed and exploited to the bone, and the ardent desire 
of the rank-and-file communists of all the groups,

of two or more lines in the Party, as the other 
parties did, which turned into  social-democratic 
parties, clubs for debating all sorts of views. The

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STRATEGIST OF THE NATIONAL LIBERATION 
WAR AND THE PEOPLE’S REVOLUTION 


The historical development of the nation after 
the proclamation of Independence in 1912 and 
the world evolution, especially after the Great So- 
cialist October Revolution which opened up a new

general, and the individual countries, in particu- 
lar small countries, were going through. The 
answer was important especially to the smaller 
countries which had always lived and existed under 
the threat of the Great Powers and were consider- 
ed by them as objects of occupation, oppression 
and exploitation and tokens for barter for the rea- 
lization of their hegemonist and imperialist plans. 

Fascist and nazi aggression and the outbreak 
of the Second World War had created an immedia- 
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sly revolutionary situation in the occupied coun- 
Bes. However, because of objective and subjecti- 
e national peculiarities, the situation was not the 
ame in individual countries; nevertheless, all the 
Neoples were faced with the great historic alter- 
lative: either to set out on the road of the libera- 
ion war and the revolution, to break the chains of 
he fascist slavery of imperialism, or remain op- 
pressed and exploited. 

_ In~-this historical period, which bore in its 
depths the seed and the imperative of liberation 
v and revolutionary overthrows, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha emerged on the stage of Albanian 
history as a giant of revolutionary thought and 
action, as a theoretician and ideologist, as a leader 
‘and organizer to whom «the revolution was the 
n otor force of history». «When the country was 
being trampled under the jackboots of foreign oc- 
‘cupiers and covered by fascist darkness,» Comrade 
Ramiz Alia said, «Only such a man could feel the 
gravity and historic importance of the moment, 
‘could understand what the people really wanted and 
what had to be done to fulfil their aspirations. 
Only such a man as Enver Hoxha who not only 
felt, but also understood politically and ideologically 
what was the responsibility and duty of Albanian 
revolutionary patriots, could realize What was the 
road for the salvation of the Homeland.»* 

1, Comrade Enver Hoxha worked out the po- 
litical platform of the Party for the National Li- 
beration War and defined its strategic aims. The 
occupation of Albania by fascist Italy put forward 
the question of national liberation as the most im-

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portant and the most urgent problem on the correct 
solution of which depended the solution of other 
problems of the war and the revolution. The main 
political contradiction of the time was that between 
the people and the occupiers. However, this state 
of things did not make the other political and so- 
cial problems, which faced the Albanian society, 
any easier to solve, ar, even less, eliminate them. 
On the contrary, it linked them into one knot and 
gave them a new aspect and significance. 

The task of the Party at those moments was 
very difficult. The problem was a complex one, 
so it had to be considered and assessed in all its 
acuteness and specific character. It had to be re- 
solved not according to stereotyped patterns and 
subjective desires, but in a creative and concrete 
manner. 

In the new historical conditions in which new 
political factors of decisive importance, such as the 
working class and its Marxist-Leninist party, had 
emerged and were operating, along with the libe- 
ration of the country and closely connected with 
it, another problem just as important and even more 
complicated demanded solution. The questions 
were: «On what road would Albania develop after 
the war?» and «Who would lead the people and the 
country?» This was.a problem which concerned all 
the classes, social strata and political groups and 
which set them immediately into motion. At the 
same time, this problem was not unknown and irre- 
levant to the occupiers and the Anglo-American 
allies, either. 

The occupation of Albania represented for the 
Albanian people not only the loss of their freedom 
and national independence, but also the further 
strengthening of the exploitative socio-economic 
order. The war waged by the occupiers against 
the patriotic forces, against the Communist Party 
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Albania and the Albanian people could not be 
sparated from the all-round efforts of internal and 
iternational reaction to maintain the rule of the 
xploiting classes in Albania. Any political and 
nilitary action of the occupiers against the Commu- 
ist Party of Albania, against the National Libe- 
ration Front and Army, along with the immediate 
zim of suppressing the resistance of the Albanian 
people, followed the aim of destroying that inde- 
pendent political force which threatened the rule 
of the exploiting classes. Analyzing the aims of the 
enemy military operations, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
P ointed out: «Their diabolical plan was to annihilate 
u as a military and political force, to consumate 
their barbarous undertaking once and for all, and 
to set up their state power of bandits and vampires 
upon our dead bodies.»* that is to say, the rule 
of the landlords, the bajraktars and the reactionary 
bourgeoisie. 

The ruling classes, the bourgeoisie and big 
ndowners could not imagine the future of Alba- 
ia without their rule. To them it was unimportant 
which foreign state would keep Albania occupied, 
the important for them was to maintain their politi- 
cal rule. Even the representatives of the liberal 
bourgeoisie, who passed themselves off as «the 
cream of nationalism» and «ardent defenders» of 
the national cause, opposed the Party and the Na- 
tional Liberation Front because they clearly saw 
that the broad and active participation of the work- 
ing masses in the National Liberation War and the 
leadership of the Communist Party of Albania in 
this war would necessarily bring about deep-going 
changes which would affect their class interests, 
would put in question their entire political rule in 
post-war Albania. Right from the first meetings of 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha with these elements it 
became completely clear that the creation of the 
Communist Party of Albania, the organization of 
the National Liberation Front and councils had af- 
fected, as Comrade Enver Hoxha writes, «the fa- 
thers of the nation to the marrow of their bones». 

The new content assumed by the cause of 
national liberation in Albania became the main 
factor which set two opposite social forces and 
classes ever more clearly in opposition to each 
other: on the one hand, the working class, the 
working peasantry and the patriotic forces of 
the city and country led by the Communist Party of 
Albania, on the other hand, the foreign occupiers, 
the exploiting classes, the reactionary forces, the 
bourgeois and pseudo-nationalist intellectuals as- 
sembled in the traitor organizations. 

This reality, this open opposition of the dif- 
ferent classes and political forces over the question 
of the liberation of the country and national inde- 
pendence gave the Anti-fascist National Libera- 
tion War in Albania a complex and complicated 
character, brought together and interlaced the tasks 
of national liberation with the tasks of social li- 
beration. 

In working out the political and ideological 
platform of the Anti-fascist National Liberation 
War, Comrade Enver Hoxha set the problem of 
the liberation of the country and national inde- 
pendence in a completely new manner and solved 
it taking into account the internal and internatio- 
nal circumstances created after the outbreak, of the 
Second World War, the needs and demands of the 
historical national development of Albania, the as- 
pirations and interests of the broad masses of the 
people. He put forward such a solution of the na- 
tional problem as marked the beginning of a new 
epoch in the history of Albania. Enver Hoxha saw 
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t, as in no other period of the history of our 
untry, the moment had come for the interests of 
e working masses and the development of our so- 
ty to be channelled into the one cause of na- 
onal liberation, which was in the general interest 
f the nation against which, as occurs in such 
cases, the exploiting classes had set themselves. 
_. Enver Hoxha had a profound and correct 
‘understanding of the question that the struggle 
for national liberation of our people had _ to 
be transformed into a great social revolution, 
because true and complete national independence 
achieved through a powerful people’s war had to 
liquidate everything anti-popular and anti-demo- 
cratic that for decades on end had been a compo- 
nent part of that «feudal-bourgeois nationalism» 
which had made the independence of the country 
a function of «the links, alliances and friendship» 
with this or that great power. This «feudal-bour- 
geois nationalism» went bankrupt politically and 
historically on April 7, 1939. The great historic 
merit of Comrade Enver Hoxha consists, above all, 
in the fact that he knew how to combine into. one 
single strategic task the struggle for complete na- 
tional independence with the struggle for demo- 
cratic, popular, antifascist and anti-feudal revolu- 
tionary transformations. Enver Hoxha gave the 
National Liberation Movement of the Albanian 
people its clear political program and formulated 
its strategic slogans which inflamed the hearts and 
minds of the masses of the people, united and orga- 
nized them in the struggle for «a true national 
renaissance» and concentrated all the efforts of the 
people so that, along the achievement of national 
independence, they were able to resolve also the 
fundamental problem of every revolution, the pro- 
blem of state power, in their favour. 

As a Marxist-Leninist theoretician Enver Hoxha 
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conceived the revolution in Albania as a single re- 
lentless process which, in its development and 
deepening would go through two main periods; the 
national liberation period of an anti-fascist, anti- 
feudal and people’s democratic character and, after 
the completion of the tasks of this period, the imme- 
diate transition to the period of the building of so- 
cialism. The historic merit of Enver Hoxha consists 
in the fact that he not only had a very clear Marx- 
ist-Leninist concept of the development of the re- 
volution in Albania, but also brilliantly carried it 
out in the concrete historical national conditions 
and international situation of Albania. Right froin 
the beginning he rightly orientated and instructed 
the Party to avoid any sectarianism and opportun- 
ism, to correctly understand the situations that 
were created with the transition of the revolution 
from one phase to the other, to take into account 
the ratio of socio-political forces, which does not 
remain static but changes along with the develop- 
ment and deepening of the revolution. 

«The Party,» Comrade Enver Hoxha said in 
February 1943, «does not lose its personality. We 
must awaken among the broad masses of the people 
(peasants, workers and others) a keen interest about 
our slogans and struggle. When people ask us what 
the Communist Party is, what communism is and 
how it will be established here in Albania, we must 
give them our communist answer, make clear to 
them their problems and the remedies for them. We 
are no opportunists and have not in the least for- 
gotten our more. distant tasks,» Comrade 
Enver Hoxha emphasized, «but before we reach that 
phase we must carry out our more immediate task: 
the National Liberation War.»* 
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In his concept of the revolution Comrade 
nver Hoxha affirmed and provided all-round ar- 
uments for the idea that the Anti-fascist National 
Liberation War of the Albanian people is the conti- 
nuation and deepening, in a new historical period, 
of the centuries-long struggles of our people for 
complete national independence and social freedom. 
As a link in the chain of the historical revolutio- 
nary process of national and social liberation, which 
began with the National. Renaissance, the Anti- 
fascist National Liberation War, led and organized 
by the Communist Party of Albania, was the direct 
continuation of the struggles of the Albanian people 
for freedom and- independence. 
Another very important question dealt with in 
the theoretical thinking of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
in the period in which he lived and fought is that 
the revolution in Albania, in all its periods, does 
not develop outside the world revolutionary process, 
but as a component part of it. Hence, the great 
problems of historic national importanee which 
the Communist Party of Albania solved were a 
component part of the process of solution of the 
one internationalist problem of the world prole- 
tarian revolution which faced the international com- 
munist and workers’ movement. Therefore, Comrade 

_ Enver Hoxha points out, «seeing the good work our 
Party had done, the Communist International re- 
cognized it as one of its members.»* 

While carrying out its strategic tasks, the Party, 
with Comrade Enver Hoxha at the head, waged an 
all-round struggle against Albanian reaction and its 
traitor organizations, in particular. It was a fierce 
and complicated struggle. In the concrete course 
of events it became clear that Balli Kombétar did 
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not emerge as an opposition in the midst of the 
National Liberation Movement alongside the Party 
and the National Liberation Front, but as a politi- 
cal force which opposed the struggle of the Alba- 
nian people led by the Party over a fundamental 
question, the future of Albania. ®he break with 
Balli Kombétar did not occur over questions of the 
tactics of the National Liberation War, but over 
questions of strategy. The conflict with the Zogites 
and Legaliteti had the same character. The question 
of Zog emerged when the schemes of Balli Kombé- 
tar failed, when it was becoming ever more clear 
that the question of the future of Albania was being 
solved by the Albanian people themselves. The 
struggle of the Zogites was not directed against the 
occupiers for national liberation, but against the 
Communist Party of Albania, the National Libera- 
tion Front and the national liberation councils, for 
the return of Zog to Albania, for the preservation 
of the political rule of the exploiting classes. 
International reaction tried to divert the at- 
tention of the Party from the main front of strug- 
gle, from the struggle against the occupiers, and 
to turn the struggle of the Albanian people into a 
fratricidal war. However, the Party, led by Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, did never fall for the trap of the 
enemy, even in extremely complicated circumstan- 
ces such as arose with the capitulation of Italy and 
the German occupation of Albania, when class dif- 
ferentiation became very clear and Balli Kombétar 
and Legaliteti placed themselves completely and 
openly in the service of the new occupiers, At those 
historic moments of decisive importance for the 
fate of the people and the Homeland, the thought 
of genius of Comrade Enver Hoxha, his ability to 
penetrate into the essence of events, to discover 
the development trends of the new political and so- 
cial phenomena,’ to find optimal solutions to the 
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ost complicated problems in complete accordance 
vith the theory of the revolution formulated by the 
ssics of Marxism-Leninism and, especially, with 
the requirements of the development of the revo- 
lution in Albania, emerged in all its greatness. He 
exposed the attempts of internal and international 
reaction at shifting the struggle from the political 
front to a merely ideological front. In the directives 
he issued to the party committees at that time 
Comrade Enver Hoxha wrote: «We must not allow 
the view of reaction, that the conflict between us 
and them is allegedly over ideological problems, to 
strike root among the people. We fight against reac- 
tion, first, because it has placed itself hand and 
foot in the service of the occupier and, second, be- 
cause it/works to perpetuate the antipopular regi- 
mes. Our struggle against reaction is a component 
part of the struggle against the occupier, it is inse- 
parable from this struggle.»* 
The least deviation on the practical terrain from 
this orientation of Comrade Enver Hoxha’s would 
have had very harmful consequences for the Natio- 
nal Liberation War and would have complicated the 
situation to the benefit of international: reaction, 
Anglo-American reaction, in particular, which tried 
to find breaches and pretexts to interfere in our in- 
ternal affairs. He did not allow the least deviation 
from the line of the Party in the field of propa- 
ganda, either. 
Preservation of the national liberation character 
of the struggle and simultaneous carrying out of the 
tasks of national and social liberation go to the 
credit of the Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha. This 
was achieved not by opening a second front of 
struggle against the reactionary classes that had 
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set themselves against the Party and the National 
Liberation War, but by exposing them and isolating 
them from the people, forcing them to uncover 
their true features as collaborators with the occu- 
piers and their aims of destroying by force the Com- 
munist Party of Albania and the National Libe- 
ration Front. 

The political and military identification of the 
traitor organizations wtih the occupier and their 
transformation into a mercenary force in their ser- 
vice enabled the expulsion of the occupiers and 
the liberation of the Homeland to coincide with the 
disappearance of the traitor political groups and 
organizations from the Albanian political scene. 
At the same time, their disappearance dashed the 
hopes and plans of the British and American go- 
vernments to set them as another political force 
against the National Liberation Movement, as a 
counter-weight in the struggle for power. As a 
consequence, this enabled national liberation to 
coincide with the political and social liberation of 
the working masses and the final solution of the 
question of the state as a state of people’s demo- 
eracy. The destruction of the political power of the 
exploiting classes in the first stage of the revolu- 
tion led, after the complete liberation of the coun- 
try, to the immediate establishment of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat and the transition of the re- 
volution to the phase of socialist development. This 
experience represents a new contribution to the 
further enrichment of the Marxist-Leninist theory 
on the transformation of a democratic revolution 
into a socialist revolution. 

The transformation of the National Liberation 
War into a people’s revolution was not achieved of 
itself, in a spontaneous manner, nor was it a 
portent of fate which history had allowed to take 
place in Albania. It was prepared in a conscious 
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ner, was worked out theoretically and realized 
revolutionary practice through an all-round and 
ar-sighted struggle of principle in which the crea- 
ive thought of Comrade Enver Hoxha stood out 
with exceptional force. 

_ The transformation of the National Liberation 
War into a people’s revolution is among the more 
characteristic features and one of the more impor- 
tant achievements of the Party and the Albanian 
people. This experience represents one of the peaks 
of the theoretical Marxist-Leninist thought of the 
Party of Labour of Albania and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, «That, perhaps unique, phenomenon,» 
Comrade Ramiz Alia has said, «which occurred in 
Albania where the struggle for national liberation 
was combined with a broad popular revolution, was 
no accident. Without a profound ideological con- 
viction and great political clarity this could not 
have been achieved. It was Comrade Enver Hoxha 
who placed this great creative revolutionary idea 
at the basis of the line of the Party and the plat- 
form of the National Liberation War, it was Comra- 
de Enver Hoxha who, being in the leadership of 
the Party, at the head of the National Liberation 
Front and in command of the partisan army, made 
its achievement. possible.»* 

2. Comrade Enver Hoxha is the brilliant orga- 
nizer of the National Liberation War and the peo- 
ple’s revolution. In close connection with the cha- 
racter of the war and the main tasks it had to carry 
out in each of its stages, he made an outstanding 
contribution to the elaboration of the forms of the 
political union of the people and the organization 
of the armed struggle. 
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The experience of the Party of Labour of Al- 
bania in the political union of the people in the 
National Liberation Front has historic importance. 
In the creation and organization of the National 
Liberation Front the great idea formulated by 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, namely, that the Albanian 
people will become invincible if they unite in a 
single political organization led by the Communist 
Party, found its fullest embodiment. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha provided all-round arguments for the 
idea that the union of the people in their single 
anti-fascist political organization must serve, in the 
first place, the great aim of giving the liberation 
war «...a general character»,* and implemented 
it in a brilliant manner. 

In their centuries-long struggle for freedom and 
independence the Albanian people had gained a 
great experience and, united, had become invinci- 
ble in their fight against the foreign occupiers. 
However, the experience of the past was insuffi- 
cient to cope with the new demands. The times 
called for not any kind of union improvised and 
organized in a spontaneous manner, but a union 
organized on a national scale, for the creation of a 
large political organization which would unite all 
the social forces, which were determined to fight 
for national liberation, with a clear program and 
fully defined political demands. 

There was also an international experience in 
the union of political forces in a single front. At its 
4th Congress the Comintern had put forward the 
need for the creation of a single front of the work- 
ing class. The 7th Congress of the Comintern worked 
out the idea of the creation of a broad front of the 
progressive political forces against fascism. This 
idea served the communist parties of some coun- 
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ies of Europe that were threatened by fascism, to 
ite the political forces and bar the road to fas- 
m. However, along with the idea of the Co- 
intern and the positive experience in this dire- 
ion, there existed also social-democratic concepts 
which affected some of the communist parties of 
Europe, according to which the Front was above 
all an alliance of political parties of the Left. At the 
‘time when the need arose in Albania for the or- 
ganization of the Front, apart from the Communist 
Party of Albania which had just been formed, 
there was no other political party. This fact gave 
rise to doubts about the possibility of creating the 
Front in the absence of other political parties. These 
doubts existed also among the patriotic intellectual 
strata, even among communists. As Comrade 
Enver| Hoxha points out in his work Laying the 
Foundations of the New Albania, they considered 
the creation of the Front in the absence of politi- 
cal parties an absurdity. The need for the fighting 
union of the people called forcefully for the over- 
coming of this prejudice. Taking account of the 
concrete conditions and correctly assessing the new 
political and social factors, the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha broadened the concept of the Front, 
and enriched the experience of the past. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha came to the important conclusion 
that the fundamental condition for the creation of 
the Front in the concrete situation of Albania was 
not the existence of other political parties, but the 
degree of political consciousness of the working 
masses. True, the masses are not under the influ- 
ence of different political parties, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha pointed out at that time, but «.. . they 
are under the influence of hatred for the occupier, 
under the influence of the desire to fight for free- 
dom, under the influence of their profound patrio- 
tism. This is precisely what we must grasp. Indeed, 
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I think it is not a misfortune, but a great blessing 
that there have not been and there are no organized 
political parties in our country. The true Front, the 
steel Front, is that which is created from below, 
through direct work with the masses, by linking 
up with them, by seizing on their seething hatred 
for fascism and their desire and readiness to fight.»* 

The organization of the National Liberation 
Front from below represents a new experience, a 
new thought of inestimable value not only for the 
struggle of the Albanian people, but also for any 
truly popular and revolutionary struggle. Elabo- 
ration and, especially, application of this thought 
called for the recognition of the other factors that 
were linked with its creation. Recognizing and as- 
sessing these factors, Comrade Enver Hoxha came 
to the conclusion that for the unification to be done 
from’ below, to be durable and invincible, the pa- 
triotism of the working masses was not enough. Be- 
sides, the interests of the classes which constituted 
the basis of this union had to be recognized and 
taken into consideration. 

Apart from patriotism, the political union of 
the people had to have at its foundation also the 
political and social interests of the working class 
and the working peasantry. «The patriotism, the 
freedom-loving spirit of our people, had been and 
were a great factor-and motive force which played 
a major role for the unity and mobilization in the 
war, but now this alone was insufficient. Other ele- 
ments and demands, the vital interests of the wor- 
ker and peasant for the future had to be taken into 
account. So, if we were to assure them that these 
things would be settled justly and in their favour 
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ter Liberation, undoubtedly the unification would 
accomplished more quickly and the readiness to 
ight would be greater.»* 

This conception and solution of the problem 
of the union of the Albanian people enabled 
Comrade Enver Hoxha to find a unique solution 
in the national liberation councils which were set 
up as political organizations of the National Libe- 
ration Front and forms of people’s self-government. 
The national liberation councils were the most ap- 
propriate organizational form to carry out the stra- 
tegic tasks set by the Party in the process of the 
struggle. 

: Besides the tasks of the organization of the 
Front and the people’s state power, the Party and 
Comrade Enver Hoxha dealt with the more complex 
and more difficult problems of the organization of 
the war and the armed uprising. 

Particularly outstanding is the idea of the close 
connection between political and military tasks. 
The Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha considered 
the question of national liberation a question of 
the whole people. The people would not only re- 
present a support for the war, but also its political 
army, its main striking and fighting force. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha conceived our Anti-fascist National 
‘Liberation War not as a simple war of some armed 
detachments, but as a broad and active, political 
and military struggle of the masses of the people 
inspired and led by the Party. 

The problem of the connection between the po- 
litical army and the armed forces, their concrete 
tasks and their historic role, has found its perfect 
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solution in the thought and concrete leading acti- 
vity of the Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha. 
Comrade Enver Hoxha is the main organizer and 
leader of the National Liberation Army, the ideo- 
logue and founder of our Popular Military Art. 

The Marxist-Leninist principle of self-reliance 
lies at the foundation of the thought of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha on the organization and development 
of the armed struggle. 

The Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha made 
the war of the Albanian people a component part 
of the great war of the peoples fighting against 
fascism. However, while recognizing the importance 
of this war, they did not expect the liberation of the 
country to come from others. The slogan of the 
Party: «Freedom is not donated, but is won through 
bloodshed», became deeply-implanted among the 
whole people, was transformed into a dominant idea. 
This correct stand of the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha enabled our people to achieve the 
‘complete liberation of their country with their own 
efforts, created all the conditions for the National 
Liberation War to carry out the tasks it faced in the 
context of the great anti-fascist war and to achieve 
the strategical victory on the national plane. 

3. The activity of Comrade Enver Hoxha in 
the National Liberation War and in the people’s 
revolution is all-sided. He was in the forefront of 
the concrete struggle for the organization and steel- 
ing of the Party, for the exposure of the enemies 
of the revolution outside and inside the Party, for 
the union of the people in the war and for the 
attainment of the final victory. He was a participant 
and organizer of the main activities of the Party and 
the National Liberation Front. His word was heard 
and his deed was seen everywhere and were of 
‘decisive importance even there where his direct 
presence was impossible. 
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: The Founding Meeting of the Communist Party 
of Albania, the Conference of Peza, the list Na- 
tional Conference of the CPA, the 2nd National 
Liberation Conference of Labinot, the historic 
Congress of Pérmet, the 2nd Meeting of the Anti- 
_-fascist National Liberation Council in Berat, assum- 
ed important historic values and are culminating 
moments of this complex revolutionary process rich 
in events in which the titanic figure of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha emerged in all its greatness. 

His principled and resolute struggle to defend 
the program of the Party, to ensure its uncompro- 
mising implementation, had great importance for 
the fate of the people and the future of Albania. 
This struggle is outstanding for its political clarity, 
its class stand, its foresight and ability to find so- 
lutions to key problems in extremely complicated 
situations, at key moments, when the fate of the 
revltion was at stake. 

omrade Enver Hoxha paid particular im- 
portance to the strengthening of the Party so as 
not to\allow any deviation, no matter how little, 
from its program. He fought consistently against the 
narrow concepts and liberal stands of some party 
cadres who did not carry the strategical tasks of 
the Party beyond the liberation of the country from 
the fascist occupiers, who did not carry the union 
of the people beyond the idea of an agreement with 
the different classes and strata. The compromises 
made at Mukje, Berat and Gjirokastra were the 
result of these concepts. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha did not permit any 
opportunist stand to develop in the Party and cry- 
stallize into a second line. The victory of the Party 
over opportunism had decisive importance for the 
accomplishment of its strategical tasks. 

The program of the Party was defended and 
implemented in fierce struggle also with the rea- 
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ctionary forces within the country, as well as with 
some external allies of Albania. 

According to their imperialist policy and their 
plans for the division of zones of influence, the 
Anglo-American imperialists tried to put down the 
struggle of the Albanian people, led by the Party, 
to preserve their interests in Albania. They resorted 
to all means, intrigues and tricks, from secret war 
to direct pressure, so as to prevent our struggle 
from leading to the establishment of the political 
rule of the working masses led by the Party. The 
struggle of Comrade Enver Hoxha against their in- 
terference and pressure was of decisive importance 
in the defence of the line of the Party for the im- 
plementation of its strategical program to ensure 
the ceaseless development of the revolution. 

Only the strength of the iron logic of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, his Marxist-Leninist stand, his cou- 
rage and bravery of a people’s leader, his ability 
to rely strongly on the people and transform them 
into an invincible force enabled the complete defeat 
also of those who felt themselves «all-powerful». 

The revisionist Yugoslav leadership furthered 
the aims of the enemies of Albania not to allow 
the transformation of the National Liberation War 
into a people’s revolution. In other ways, by other 
means and words, the Yugoslav revisionist leaders 
tried to channel our war in the wrong direction. 
to put it under their control and to transform Al- 
bania into a province of Yugoslavia. When they 
saw that their efforts to divert the course of the 
National Liberation War and to change its direction 
had failed, they exercised all possible pressure 
through their agents so as to stop the people’s revo- 
lution in Albania half-way. On the eve of Libera- 
tion and, especially, immediately after Liberation, 
they openly opposed the program of our Party to 
ceaselessly develop the revolution, calling it prema- 
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ture, and the transition of Albania, in those years, 
o the stage of socialist development, impossible. 
hey persistently tried to impose on us their orga- 
nizational forms so as to reduce our revolution into 
a half-baked revolution which would create no pro- 
blems for the exploiting classes and would leave 
the doors of Albania open to Yugoslavia. 

Despite the many economic and social diffi- 
culties they came up against after Liberation, des- 
pite the waves of hostile activities and plots that 
broke against Albania, the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha did not allow the revolution to stop 
half-way. Under the direct leadership of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, Albania coped successfully with the 
long birth-pangs of the new socio-economic order 
and, with courage and determination, entered the 
epoch of socialism. The immediate ideologue and 
architect of this luminous epoch is Comrade 
Enver mien Relying strongly on the teachings of 


-Marxism-Leninism, he defended the Leninist doctri- 
ne of socialist construction and developed it further 
in theory and practice, and transformed Albania 
into a brilliant example for all the communists 
and working people of the world. 

The victory in the National Liberation War and 
the people’s revolution constitutes the most brilliant 
period in the history of the Albanian people and the 
attainment of a new frontier in the development of 
the Marxist theory of the revolution, in the creation 
of the state of people’s democracy as a new form 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat. «On Nove- 
mber 29, 1944+ Comrade Enver Hoxha points out, 
«the whole world learned that the sovereign Alba- 
nian state was reborn, reborn on a new basis, as a 
state of the new type, economically, politically and 
militarily independent from the imperialists and 
invulnerable to the their rapacious and oppressive 
aims... 
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«This is the historic importance of the victory 
of November 29, 1944. To achieve this victory our 
people had to wage the heroic Anti-fascist National 
Liberation War, a legendary epic which will re- 
main unforgotten in the centuries.»*

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ARCHITECT OF THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE 
SOCIALIST ECONOMY 
§ 


Enver Hoxha is and will remain the most out- 
standing versatile political figure in the modern hi- 
story of the Albanian) nation, who has made his 
contribution to all fields of political, economic and 
social sciences, the inspirer of all the major revo- 
lutionary transformations which have been carried 
out in Albania in these four decades of people’s 
power. He is the architect of the construction of 
the new Albania, the architect of the creation and 
development of our socialist economy. 

Implementing the teachings of the classics of 
Marxism-Leninism in a creative manner, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha further developed and enriched our 
triumphant theory of the building and development 
of our socialist economy. He has also the great merit 
of being not only the inspirer, but also the orga- 
nizer and leader of the working masses in the ap- 
plication of the economic line of the Party of La- 
bour of Albania in practice. 

History does not know any other small country, 
with a centuries-old backwardness, devastated by 
foreign occupiers and war, where within a relatively 
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short period uf time such a great and rapid pro- 
gress has been made, changing it into a socialist 
country with a multibranched economy, with ever 
developing industry and agriculture, with steadily 
rising well-being, with complete independence, a 
country which marches non-stop on the socialist 
road relying on its own forces. 

Just as in all other fields, in the field of the 
economy, too, Comrade Enver Hoxha’s Marxist-Le- 
ninist theoretical thinking and practical revolutio- 
nary activity are comprehensive, profound, and ma- 
ny-sided. They emerged as an historical need for 
Albania to embark and advance on the road of so- 
cialism, and constitute an inexhaustible source of 
strength and conviction to orientate ourselves and 
to march always forward: towards new victories 
to. which our glorious Party leads us. 

Immediately after the complete liberation of 
the country from the nazi-fascist occupiers and the 
overthrow of the old exploiting classes, our newly 
established people’s power was faced with numerous 
and complicated economic problems which demand- 
ed solution. The country was very poor, without 
industry and capital, lacking cadres, technology and 
specialists. In these circumstances it was no easy 
job to determine from where to begin, just as it 
was not easy to decide priorities and to surmount 
the innumerable obstacles which cropped up at 
every step. Above all, the revolution should be led 
with a sure hand, with wisdom and foresight, wi- 
thout permitting the slightest hesitation about the 
road to follow, which had been mapped out at the 
proper time. As early as in 1943, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha declared, «The CPA is actually at 
the head of the Front for the liberation of the 
country and for a new democratic Albania. This is 
the first stage of our war. This does not mean that 
we are not working for and preparing the next 
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stage, The first stage prepares the dictatorship of 
the proletariat.»* 

To realize the new historical perspective the 
Party had opened before the country, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha gradually worked out the program of 
measures which would bring about the parallel so- 
lution of two cardinal questions linked inseparably 
with one another: the carrying out of deep-going 
socio-economic revolutionary transformations which 
ensured the country’s advance towards socialism 
and the overcoming of the economic, social and 
cultural backwardness inherited from the past, in 
the shortest time possible. He never considered the 
solution of these two questions as two separate 
tasks, but as one gradual, dialectical process. 

This process began with the historic decisions 
of the Congress of Pérmet, continued with the na- 
tionalization of foreign concessions and capital and 
the property of Httors to the country, the worker 
control of production and distribution, the extraor- 
dinary taxation on war profits of internal capita- 
lists, the establishment of state monopoly of foreign 
trade, went on with the implementation of the 
radical Land Reform in order to pass onto a higher 
stage — the socialist collectivization of agriculture, 
the nationalization without compensation and wi- 
thin a short time of capitalist private property in 
industry and other sectors of the economy, which 
led to the emergence of the socialist sector of the 
economy. 

This process could not be carried out within 
such a short time and acquire its socio-economic 
content if it was not preceded by the ideological 
and political preparation of the Party on the basis 
of the teachings and directives worked out by 
Comrade Enver Hoxha himself. The strength and

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historic significance of these orientations became 
clear especially in the 5th Plenum of the Central 
Committee of the Party which defeated Sejfulla 
Maléshova’s opportunist platform which, in essence, 
voiced the aims of Anglo-American imperialism 
to prevent Albania from embarking on the road of 
socialist development. Opposing and openly combat- 
ing this capitalist road, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
pointed out at the Plenum: «We should cut off all 
possibilities for private capital to develop and 
strengthen itself...” «Everything for the strength- 
ening of the state sector; merciless struggle 
against private capital... The extension and strength- 
ening of the state sector is on the order of the 
day, and one of the most important tasks facing 
us.»** 

As an outstanding statesman and Marxist-Le- 
ninist, realizing that the economy constituted the 
main front of the construction of socialism, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha got down to work and shouldered 
the task, The time when the problems arising from 
the neo-colonialist proposals of the Titoite revisio- 
nists, who in the world at large still were not known 
for what they were, demanded correct solutions 
in the interests of Albania, was a period of exceptio- 
nally intensive work. At that time Comrade 
Enver Hoxha writes in his memoirs: «Amongst all 
the other work, at that period I completed a real 
course for the ’intensive assimilation’ of problems of 
the economy. For whole days and nights I read that 
literature froth Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin that 
I could get hold of in French, which dealt with pro- 
blems of the economy, summoned specialists in fi- 
nance and other sectors. ..»***,

thus creating the initial support for the dictatorship 
of the proletariat, which would serve to put the 
economy of the country on the road of the orga- 
nized and planned socialist development. 

On the basis of the results achieved during the 
carrying out of socio-economic transformations and 
he experience gained in the conditions of our

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Among all the complex economic problems, the 
solution of which required a correct economic po- 
licy, the problem of the socialist industrialization 
of the country occupied a special place. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha saw this problem as the decisive link 
in the construction of the material-technical base. 
Of course, in the conditions of our small country, 
with limited possibilities, there was a series of pro- 
blems which demanded most effective solutions 
from principled stands. One such problem was, in 
the first place, the type of industrialization to be 
chosen, that is, should it be directed towards sub- 
stituting locally produced goods for imported goods, 
or towards producing goods for export? According 
to the Marxist-Leninist economic doctrine, it was 
clear that priority should be given to heavy indu- 
stry, but in the conditions of our country it had to 
be decided from where to begin and what were the 
stages to go gradually over to the complex extrac- 
ting and processing industry. Which branches of 
light industry should be developed first and more 
and where was primary material for them to be 
procured from? Where were the sources of accu- 
mulation for investments to be found? And a nu- 
mber of other problems of the construction and 
commissioning of industrial projects. 

Firmly relying on the teachings of Marxism-Le- 
ninism and in our concrete conditions, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha gave correct solutions and answers to 
all these major questions gradually. At the founda- 
tion of the industrial development of the country 
he placed the scientific argument about the need for 
the harmonious development of the heavy and light 
industry which would ensure the production of 
goods for the fulfilment of the needs of the country, 
would reduce the import and increase the export 
of them, passing from the extracting industry: to 
the processing industry, relying on our own assets 
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and energy resources, always bearing in mind that 
the light and food-processing industry should pri- 
marily fulfil the needs of the home market; creat- 
ing the necessary funds of accumulation from the 
work of the working class and the working pea- 
santry. The study and solution of such problems as 
the transformation of Albania, first, into an agri- 
cultural-industrial country, then into an industrial- 
agricultural country, and finally into an industrial 
country with an advanced and modern agriculture, 
without accepting the «suggestions» made by the 
hidden enemies of the Party about the «over-in- 
dustrialization» of the country, are also an integral 
part of this concept. 

In these major questions, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
proceeded from the major role of industry in the 
development of the entire socio-economic life of the 
country. He,regarded industry as the decisive means 
for the exploitation of the natural resources of the 
country, as a powerful basis for the development 
of agriculture and the other branches of the eco- 
nomy, for technical progress and the raising of the 
productivity of labour, for the creation and increase 
of the ranks of the working class all over the 
Homeland, the class which, with its Party at the 
head, would set the tone to the whole life of the 
country. Comrade Enver Hoxha regarded the de- 
velopment of industry as a powerful support for 
the strengthening of the economic independence 
and the defence capacity of the country, for success- 
fully coping with any eventual anti-socialist hostile 
pressure from outside. For these reasons, at the 
lst Congress of the Party,! he stressed that, «... The 
Party has had and will always have as its main 
objective the industrialization and electrification of

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the country,»* while at the 8th Congress of the 
Party,! Comrade Enver summed up the road tra- 
versed and pointed out that, «The creation and 
strengthening of our multi-branched, heavy and 
light industry, based firmly on our own resources 
and assets and with clear prospects of development, 
is a monumental deed of our Party and people, 
achieved with great toil, sacrifice and unrivalled 
heroism, a deed of historic importance for the pre- 
sent and future generations.»** 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s economic thinking on 
the cardinal questions of socialist industrialization 
was not worked out or implemented smoothly and 
without opposition and struggle. In fact, we all are 
aware of the struggle our Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha have waged against the internal and 
external enemies who, in different periods and with 
various means, have attempted to impede the build- 
ing of a multi-branched industry. Sometimes overtly 
sometimes under cover, the Titoites, the Khrushche- 
vites and the Chinese, with the support of secret 
agents inside the country, operated against the ex- 
traction of oil and the development of mines, the 
building of hydro-power stations and ferrous meta- 
llurgy. However, thanks to the correct line of the 
Party, the vigilance, foresight and loyalty to Mar- 
xism-Leninism of Enver Hoxha and. his close colla- 
borators, all of them were smashed. 

If a multi-branched industry was not built

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according to the teachings of Comrade Enver Hoxha, 
our country’s advance relying on its own forces 
could not be thought of, let alone be realized, in the 
conditions of the capitalist and revisionist hostile 
encirclement and blockade. Today when the conse- 
- quences of the world energy crisis are still being 
felt in many countries, it is clear to everyone how 
correct has been the line pursued by our Party for 
the creation of a local diversified energy basis, giv- 
ing priority to the oil, gas and coal industry and 
the production of electric power, mainly from the 
hydro-power stations. However, the value of Comra- 
de Enver Hoxha’s economic thinking stands in the 
fact that, from the very beginning, even when the 
enemies tried to prove that the oil industry was 
not profitable, he insisted on its development and 
correctly estimated the great hydropower potential 
_ of the country without for a moment underestimat- 
ing the coal industry. Thanks to the consistent im- 
plementation of these directives, our country has 
now a powerful independent industry, an energy 
basis which fulfils the country’s needs and gives a 
surplus for export. As early as 1970 the whole 
country was electrified and every village house was 
supplied with electricity. 

Of special importance for the present and the 
future of our country have been the orientations 
of the Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha for the 
development of chromium, copper and iron-nickel 
and other mineral extracting industry and for pass- 
ing gradually to the development of the ferrous 
and non-ferrous metallurgy with a closed cycle. This 
was a difficult stage through which the socialist in- 
dustrialization must necessarily go. It brought about 
the consolidation and modernization of the engineer- 
ing industry which supplies 95 per cent of the spare 
parts needed today to maintain the existing produc- 
tion apparatus in working conditions, and has en- 
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tered the stage of machine building. In the last 
five-year plans, chemical industry, too, especially 
that producing for agriculture, has assumed a 
great development. Processed industrial goods now 
account for over 70 per cent of the total volume 
of our export. Without foregoing the priority de- 
velopment of heavy industry, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
was deeply concerned about the development of the 
light and food-stuffs industry, the textile and foot- 
wear industry, the industry of mass consumer goods 
for the people. After almost four decades of in- 
dustrialization, our multi-branched extracting and 
processing heavy and light industry turns out an 
industrial production which today is nearly 40 ti- 
mes greater than in 1950, the production of the 
means of production has increased about 47 fold 
and of consumer goods about 29 fold. More than 
40 kinds of main hydrocarbon raw materials and 
useful minerals are extracted and processed. The 
production of electric power has increased nearly 
23 fold as against 1960, at an average annual rate 
of 16.1 per cent. Engineering industry ensures 
over 40 per cent of the machinery and equipment 
for the new investments made in one five-year 
plan. On the basis of agricultural primary materials, 
the light and food-stuffs industry ensures 85 per 
cent of the consumer goods for the people. While 
at the end of the 1st Five-year Plan Albania was 
transformed into an agricultural-industrial country, 
today we may say that it is close to being transfor- 
med into an industrial-agricultural country. 

With the logic of a Marxist-Leninist thinker 
and leader, Comrade Enver Hoxha has formulated 
scientific ideas and theses and has personally di- 
rected the complex process of linking the deve- 
lopment of industry closely with the construction 
of socialism in the countryside, the development of 
agriculture with the need for modernizing and in- 
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tensifying it, with the solution of the agrarian 
question on a whole. 

For Comrade Enver Hoxha the first step in the 
solution of the peasant problem was the implemen- 
tation of a revolutionary Land Reform.! In his basic 
orientations for and the concrete solutions to this 
reform, Comrade Enver Hoxha proceeded from 
the historic imperative that the aspirations to and 
interests of the peasantry in the land should be 
fulfilled, its alliance with the working class be 
strengthened on an economic basis, the road to 
class differentiation in the countryside be blocked 
and the increase of agricultural production be en- 
couraged. Such a land reform would create the 
essential premises for going over gradually to the 
road of socialist collectivization of the small pro- 
ducers in the countryside. «...we shall go 
over to large-scale socialist ownership,» Comrade 
Enver Hoxha instructed at that time, «through the 
Land Reform, through giving ownership to the 
poor peasants who own nothing!»>* 


Following the course of uninterrupted revolu- 
tion in agrarian relations, right after this Reform, 
the Party set the task of transforming the econo- 
mic relations in the countryside on‘a socialist basis. 
The road to realize this large-scale process was the 
Leninist road of socialist co-operation. The practice 
followed in the Soviet Union when Stalin was alive 
was known, too. The Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha instructed that with this problem we 
should proceed very cautiously. The peasant’s feel-

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ing of ownership of the land was strong. The condi- 
tions of the terrain as well as the economic and 
social conditions differed considerably in the plains, 
the hilly and mountainous zones. Industry was in 
its first steps and the state had limited material 
and financial possibilities. 

The originality of the course on which Comrade 
Enver Hoxha orientated the Party stands in the 
creation of the first cooperatives immediately after 
the implementation of the Land Reform, in the 
direct transition to the form of agricultural coope- 
ratives of production, in the spread of this process 
over a relatively long period of time and through 
stages (while the first cooperative was set up in 
1946 and collectivization in the plains ended. in 
general in 1960, in the hilly and mountainous zones 
it was completed in 1966-1967). The general comple- 
tion of collectivization in 1960, Comrade Enver 
Hoxha has stressed, marked one of the most im- 
portant historic victories, the triumph of the second 
revolution in agrarian relations, the triumph of 
socialism in the countryside and the complete 
construction of the economic base of socialism in 
Albania. 

From one congress to the other, from one five- 
year plan to the other, Comrade Enver Hoxha for- 
mulated and crystallized the main lines of the de- 
velopment of agriculture and the construction of 
socialism in the countryside. He has the merit of 
the fundamental concepts of firm reliance of the 
national economy on both feet: on industry and 
agriculture; of the development of a multi-branched 
agriculture, giving priority to the production. of 
bread grain and ensuring the bread within the 
country; of ensuring the food of the people and 
the bulk of primary materials for the light and food- 
stuffs industry from our production, supplying a 
surplus for export; of the development and advance 
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ot agriculture everywhere in the plains, hills and 
mountains keeping all its territory populated; of 
following the necessary order of priorities regarding 
investments in agriculture, especially in irrigation 
and drainage of the land, agricultural mechanization 
and chemical fertilizers, etc. 

The best confirmation of the correctness of this 
line is seen in the great achievements in agricul- 
ture, this vital branch of our economy. In place of 
the primitive agriculture, which was a grave inhe- 
ritance of the past, today we have a multi-branched 
agriculture as Comrade Enver Hoxha planned. and 
worked to see it realized in practice, an agriculture 
with field crops, with livestock-raising, fruit-grow- 
ing, vineyards, etc. It has already embarked on 
the road of intensive development on a large scale. 
Science and technique have been and are being 
extensively introduced every day into agricultural 
production. The most difficult and extensive agri- 
cultural processes have been mechanized, and for 
every sown hectare 150 kg chemical fertilizers are 
used. \More than half the area of land is systema- 
tized and put under irrigation, major irrigation and 
flood protection projects have been built, which 
contribute to the increase of yields and ensure the 
necessary production even in unfavourable weather 
conditions, 

During these 40 years, agricultural production 
has increased at a rate 2-3 times higher than the 
increase of the population. Ensuring the bread 
within the country! is an historic victory which now 
may be considered something consolidated, This year 
the production of bread grain, as against. 1960, when 
the Khrushchevite revisionists threatened famine on

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us, has increased over 5 fold. The negative pheno- 
mena of draining the countryside and abandoning 
agriculture, typical of the capitalist and revisionist 
countries, which have their source in the sponta- 
neous operation of the laws of the capitalist econo- 
my, do not occur in our country. All these are major 
victories of the farsighted policy of the Party and 
the teachings of Comrade Enver Hoxha, are guide- 
lines for the present and future development of 
agriculture on the socialist road. 

With the building of the economic base of so- 
cialism, Comrade Enver Hoxha did not consider 
the problem of the socialist relations of production 
exhausted. After this he worked out programmatic 
directives for the transition of the country to the 
stage of the complete construction of the socialist 
society, conceiving and treating this stage as an all- 
round political, ideological, economie and_ social 
process in constant development, realized step by 
step. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has made an important 
contribution to finding the roads which lead to the 
perfection of management of the socialist property 
and, especially, the further development of the 
cooperativist ownership, its gradual transformation 
into the ownership of the entire people. «This pro- 
cess,» Comrade Enver Hoxha teaches us, «... should 
be carried out in such a way that, gradually, the 
sphere of the relations of the state ownership is 
extended and the sphere of the relations of the 
cooperativist ownership is narrowed.»* The orienta- 
tions issued, the practices applied for the setting up 
of the higher-type cooperatives and for changing 
them into state enterprises, for the priority intensi-

tication of agriculture on the plains combined with 
the perfection of the economic relations, for nar- 
rowing the cooperativist’s personal plot and the 
formation of joint herds of livestock, going in this 
way towards the disappearance of the personal plot 
through the constant development of the coopera- 
tives and socialist agricultural production and the 
ever better fulfilment of the growing needs of the 
cooperativists, serve this objective. 

The fact that the relations of ownership and 
other aspects of the socialist relations of production 
were not allowed to stagnate either in the state sec- 
tor of the economy or in the cooperativist sector, 
but were always seen in close connection with the 
dynamic development of the productive forces and 
other aspects of social life. This fact constitutes a 
contribution to the enrichment of the economic 
theory and practice of the construction of socialism 
by the Party of Labour of Albania and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha. Making profound analyses of the 
causes of revisionist degeneration in the Soviet 
Union and the other former socialist countries, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha simultaneously mapped out 
the roads to be followed for preventing this regres- 
sive process from developing in our country. These 
analyses have theoretical and practical values which 
transcend national boundaries. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha put the centralized and 
planned management by the socialist state at the 
foundation of the development of our economy. 
Since our economy began to take its first steps on 
the road of socialist development, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha proved with argument that this de- 
velopment could not and must not be permitted to 
go on as before, that it should be a planned de- 
velopment managed in a centralized manner by the 
state, should respond to the tasks of the socialist 
construction. He maintained that, due to its nature, 
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the socialist economy is not a market economy and 
profit is not its main objective, that production 
in Albania has a direct social character and is 
guided by the aim of fulfilling the material and 
cultural needs of the working people. The planned 
development of the economy, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
instructed, is based on knowledge and definition of 
the needs of society in the best possible manner 
and their combination with the possibilities which 
the society has and creates for their fulfilment. 
The strength of Comrade Enver Hoxha’s eco- 
nomic thinking and practical activity for the ma- 
nagement of the economy lies in the fact that he 
always relied firmly on two main links: thorough 
knowledge and implementation of the demands of 
the economic laws of socialism, in conformity with 
the concrete conditions of our country, as well as 
the powerful support of the broad working masses 
for the drafting and implementation of the plans. 
These fundamental concepts have served and 
serve as major orientations for ensuring the dyna- 
mic and harmonious development of the economy 
and for eliminating manifestations of spontaneity 
in its management. This is the source of the correct 
ratios between production and consumption, which 
have been established in our country and which do 
not allow for consumption in excess of production; 
between the productive sphere and the socio-cultu- 
ral activities, always considering production as the 
basis of the well-being of the people and the deve- 
lopment of the non-productive sectors. Linked with 
these concepts is the rigorous implementation of 
control of the quantity of work and consumption 
which are two main keys to a really socialist eco- 
nomy, the correct distribution of the material and 
financial resources which society possesses, and the 
position of the classes, strata and individuals in the 
appropriation of the material blessings created. 
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The measures taken by the Party of Labour of 
Albania and the people’s power, from the very be- 
ginning and thereafter, to administer the wealth 
of the country independently and in the interests of 
the people, the struggle against any pressure to 
integrate our economy into that of the capitalist 
and revisionist countries, the balanced development 
of trade exchanges with mutual benefit, etc., bear 
the stamp of Comrade Enver Hoxha’s revolutionary 
thinking and activity. They are at the foundation 
of the political and economic independence of the 
country, are component parts of the consistent im- 
plementation of the principle of self-reliance in the 
economy, and refute the enemy’s inventions about 
an allegedly autarchic development. 

The magnificence of the road followed by the 
Party on the basis of the correct orientations of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha is clearly seen in the funda- 
mental achievements of our economy: the extended 
socialist reproduction is realized entirely with our 
own financial and valutary resources without aid 
or credits from outside, 90 per cent of the material 
and technical resources are ensured within the 
country and only 10 per cent of them through 
trade exchanges; our economy today has potential 
possibilities to continue its independent development 
at relatively high rates. As Comrade Ramiz Alia 
has stressed, «Comrade Enver left us a free and in- 
dependent Albania, with a strong and reliable de- 
fence, with a developed and stable economy, an 
Albania without debts or obligations to anyone.»* 

To Comrade Enver Hoxha goes also the great 
merit of working out and implementing the revo- 
lutionary Marxist-Leninist concept of well-being in

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socialism. With this are linked the great achieve- 
ments for raising the well-being of the whole people, 
without permitting marked differentials in income 
and the way of life between classes and social 
groups within them, for the gradual narrowing of 
essential differences between town and countryside, 
for the correct, harmonization of the moral and 
material incentives. This kind of wellbeing is a 
great encouragement to forge ahead and one of 
the main factors to block the way to the capitalist- 
revisionist degeneration of socialist relations. This 
is another important contribution to the enrichment 
of the theory and practice of the building of the 
true socialist society. 

A living testimony to the vitality of these teach- 
ings of Comrade Enver Hoxha is the fact that the 
social product and national income have increased 
2 to 3 times more rapidly than the increase of the 
country’s population, that during the period 1951- 
1984 more than 640 thousand new work places 
were created in the state sector of the economy 
alone, that the prices of goods on a Republic scale 
are unified, stable and have been reduced several 
times. In 1984, as against 1950, the consumption of 
industrial goods per head of population increased 
4.3 times, and food-stuffs 3 times; over 80 per cent 
of the population lives in new apartments and hou- 
ses, built in the years of the people’s power. The 
system of free health service, the system of social 
ensurances and pensions, paid holidays, mother and 
child care, which are further developed and per- 
fected with state expenditure, have been set up 
in town and countryside. The expectation of life 
of the population is above 70 years. Compulsory 
8-year education has spread all over the country, 
secondary education is extending at high rates 
and our higher school trains specialists in the main 
fields of the economy, science and culture. 
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The present which we have built on the basis 
of the line of the Party of Labour of Albania, work- 
ed out and implemented with a brilliant mind and 
sure hand by Comrade Enver Hoxha, is beautiful 
and prosperous, but the future will be even bright- 
er. The new five-year plan, 1986-1990, which is 
being drafted on the basis of the direct orientations 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha, will carry the develop- 
ment of the economy and culture further ahead, 
will further strengthen the bases of the economic 
and political independence of the country, will raise 
the material and cultural well-being of the people 
higher and further steel the defence of the country. 

With the Party and Comrade Enver Hoxha at 
the head, Albania made a great leap forward of 
epoch-making proportions, with the Party and the 
teachings of Comrade Enver Hoxha we will reach 
new heights on the glorious road of socialism. The 
centuries will evoke the name and work of 
Enver Hoxha, the glorious time which he made 
monumental.

THE IDEOLOGICAL AND CULTURAL 
EMANCIPATION OF THE PEOPLE — 
A MAGNIFICENT WORK OF THE PARTY 
AND COMRADE ENVER HOXHA 


In the rich and all-sided theoretical heritage 
which Comrade Enver Hoxha has left us, a special 
place is occupied by his thoughts about the all- 
round spiritual emancipation of the people through 
the ideological and cultural revolution, and his 
distinguished contribution to all achievements in 
this field. They form an entire theoretical system 
which pulses with his vivid revolutionary thinking 
in consistent defence of the teachings of the class- 
ics of Marxism-Leninism, and is outstanding for 
its creative spirit, the enrichment of these teachings 
with new conclusions and generalizations in which 
the historical social experience of half a century 
is summed up. 

When one delves into the essence of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s theoretical thinking on the spiritual, 
ideological and cultural emancipation of the masses 
one finds in it lessons drawn from the summing up 
of all the events of our national history, from the 
Illyrian antiquity to the recent events of the Na- 
tional Renaissance; one finds the causes underlying 
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the dilemmas and the difficult situation of the pe- 
riod of Independence, the tragic consequences of fo- 
reign occupations, which were repeated during the 
Second World War and which bore the inherent 
danger of the denationalization of our culture, which 
even put in question the very existence of our na- 
tion; one finds the age-old aspirations of the people 
for freedom, independence and social justice, for 
education, culture, science and art. The theoretical 
thinking of Comrade Enver Hoxha on the ideolo- 
gical, cultural and spiritual emancipation of the 
masses cannot be separated from the concern of the 
entire people; from the questions that gnawed at 
the heart and mind of the Albanians and which our 
poet has expressed like this: «Will we create that 
epic in which with our lahutas we'll sing to the new 
life? Or will the centuries again mock at us?» 

The creation of the Communist Party of Al- 
bania, \the theoretical thinking and the clarity of 
vision of Comrade Enver. Hoxha were needed to 
provide to these troubles, dilemmas and aspirations 
that arose from our national history not only 
the desired answer, but one that was scientifically 
accurate, and moreover, not just theoretical, but 
that applied in practice. 

From the founding of the Party, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, at the head of it, formulated the pro- 
gram of the Anti-fascist National Liberation War 
of our people. At the time when the people’s armed’ 
uprising was mounting like the ocean waves. this 
program contained the main trajectories of that 
emancipating movement which we call the ideolo- 
gical-cultural revolution. The people’s revolution 
was a profound process of emancipation which gave 
the people the new ideal, it was the first major 
ideological overthrow that took place in the minds 
of the working people, led by the Party. During 
this process they made their departure from the: 
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ideologies of the reactionary ruling classes and the 
shoots of a new culture began to appear. However 
delicate these shoots were, they had a great signi- 
ficance, because they were imbued with a new ideo- 
logy, with the revolutionary ideas of the Party. 
Without taking into account the ideological over- 
throw which the people’s revolution brought about 
in our country, the development of the ideological 
and cultural revolution, which was a continuation 
and deepening of the people’s revolution, in the 
years of freedom, cannot be understood. 

Immediately after Liberation our people faced 
the acute problem of the perspective, the future of 
Albania. For our Party, guided by the teachings of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, there were no dilemmas, 
there was only one alternative which it had chosen 
from its founding — the deepening of the revolu- 
tion, the construction of socialism, which was the 
basis of the economic, political, ideological and cul- 
tural emancipation of the working people. 

The construction of socialism was a complicated 
problem: first of all, the poverty and the wartime 
destruction had to be eliminated, the economy had 
to be reconstructed, transformed and developed, in- 
dependence had to be defended and the de- 
fence strengthened. In this situation Comrade 
Enver Hoxha defined with wisdom and foresight 
that the country also needed to come out of the 
cultural backwardness, to develop on the road of 
rapid and all-round cultural progress. Comrade 
‘Ramiz Alia said, «No one else has been so strongly 
aware of the great thirst for education and cul- 
ture which has accompanied our people through the 
centuries as Comrade Enver Hoxha, who had 
emerged from the ranks of the common people, 
who had been educated with the great sentiments 
of the men of our Renaissance, and who has ma- 
stered the Marxist teachings about the emancipa- 
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tion of mankind.»* Since March 1946; in the Pro- 
gram of the first Government of our People’s Repub- 
lic, Comrade Enver Hoxha declared: «Our peo- 
ple need more bread, but they also need more cul- 
ture and education.»** 

In conformity with the strategy of the Party 
for the construction of socialism, the struggle would 
be waged not for any kind of culture, but for a 
national socialist culture. 

What was the road on which to proceed to 
overcome the backwardness and create the new so- 
cialist culture? 

At that time there were people who, under 
the influence of the ideology of the reactionary 
exploiting classes, disparaged the entire heritage of 
our national culture, and in the spirit of cosmopolit- 
ism sang the old tune of imitating the so-called 
great foreign cultures. At that time there were even 
people who sincerely wanted the elimination of 
the. cultural backwardness, but failed to see in the 
progressive national culture those values on which 
they could base themselves to set out on the road of 
progress; they believed that this culture left the 
people in backwardness and turned it back to the 
past. 

That is why from the first years after Liber- 
ation it was very urgent to make a great choice, 
which would leave indelible marks on the entire 
future development. It is one of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s main merits that at the right time, 
when the cultural revolution was taking its first 
initiatives, he knew how to correctly determine

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the place our cultural heritage should occupy in all 
the future ideological and cultural transformations. 
No progress could be made by abandoning the na- 
tional cultural heritage. This great choice was nei- 
ther accidental nor temporary. It was made with 
complete, unwavering confidence, which we now 
know, and assumed the form of an unchanged, long- 
term fundamental orientation for the cultural policy 
‘of the Party of Labour of Albania, because Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, who formulated this orientation, was 
guided by the teachings of Marxism-Leninism, be- 
cause, like no one else before, he expressed with 
it an aspiration of the entire people, because he 
introduced a dialectical meaning in the interpreta- 
tion of progress. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s personality was di- 
stinguished by an allround erudition and a broad 
cultural vision. He was acquainted with the most 
important spiritual and cultural movements of the 
world history, never for a moment has he separated 
himself from the Motherland, from his people, from 
their aspirations, traditions and culture. The orien- 
tation which Comrade Enver Hoxha formulated 
was a manifestation not only of the foresight and 
wisdom of a Marxist-Leninist thinker, but also of 
a man who throughout his life was nourished with 
the life-giving sap of the Albanian culture, with the 
folk songs and dances, with the noble customs and 
virtues of the Albanians which he prized greatly 
and considered immortal monuments of culture. In 
many of his Works and _ speeches, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha has expressed the greatest respect 
and has highly evaluated the names of the great 
masters of world philosophy, literature, art, music, 
architecture, science, but this did not hinder him 
from praising and evaluating the treasury of our 
national culture. 

From the first steps of the cultural revolution, 
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regarding the cultural heritage of our people as a 
starting-point, as an: indispensable condition for the 
creation of the new socialist culture, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, based this general orientation on im- 
portant reasons of principle. This orientation was 


‘not the fruit of any nostalgia for or romantic 
‘glorification of the past, but derived from the ma- 


terialist understanding which considers the masses 
of the people as the decisive factor in history, which 
accepts their creative force in the field of culture, 
too, Without underrating the positive, democratic 
and progressive components of the reflexive cul- 
ture, Comrade Enver Hoxha particularly evaluated 
the treasury of folk culture as the part which has 
more directly embodied the ideals and aspirations 
of the working masses and with which they have 
expressed and fulfilled their class interests. Progres- 
sive culture has been a factor which has helped the 
people to survive in the midst of the waves and 
storms of history; it has been an expression of their 
identity,.and features of their life and history; it 
has been one of the most powerful means to resist 
the denationalizing pressures of the cultures of 
foreign occupiers and chauvinist forces. That is 
why Comrade Enver Hoxha said that, «The Ho- 
meland is defended with weapons, but it is also 
defended with knowledge and culture.»* 

Comrade Enver Hoxha saw our cultural heritage 
not only from the dimension of its historical past, 
but also in its present and future dimensions. 
According to this concept, this culture had not 
turned its face to the past alone, it was not simply 
a collection of objects of museum value, a relic or 
idol of the past. Being culture, it was directed 
ahead, acted as a force of progress. Because of

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its inestimable values, because of its democratic 
character, it was able to adapt itself especially to 
the new conditions of socialism, the new social 
demands; it was able to discard everything old and 
conservative, to modify itself, to evolve and revive 
as an integral part of the new socialist culture. 
Comrade Enver Hoxha has said: «Our socialist li- 
terature, art, culture have not been born from 
nothing, but from a long historical development of 
our society, its spiritual life, the best and most 
distinguished cultural and artistic traditions of our 
people.»* The orientation formulated by Comrade 
Enver Hoxha to rely on the cultural heritage not 
only was important for the first phase of the cultu- 
ral revolution, but remains a constant guiding pat- 
tern for the present and the future. 

However great and rich the values of the cultu- 
ral heritage were, in socialism the people cannot 
satisfy all their increasing demands with them alo- 
ne; they also need an advanced socialist culture, 
based on the ideology of Marxism-Leninism, made 
up of modern education and science, the new mode 
of living, the modern technique, the cultivated art 
and all other components which would characterize 
it as the culture of a flourishing socialist nation. It 
would secure a higher level of the material and spi- 
ritual emancipation of the people. The road of the 
socialist development of the country contained great 
possibilities and perspectives to achieve such goals. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha maintained that the new 
socialist culture could not be created as a result of 
artificial experiments, it could not be imported from 
abroad, it would grow and develop with its roots 
deep in this soil, Genuine culture cannot be truly 
so if it is not part of the blood and flesh of the

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people who create it and use it, if it is not conceived 
in their history, life, struggle and interests. The 
decisive role in the creation of the new socialist 
culture fell on our people, led by the Party, the 
liberated people engaged in the work of the so- 
cialist construction, whose physical and intellectual 
energies erupted with unprecedented creative force 
in the conditions of the socialist order. On this 
road all the new achievements of the world progres- 
sive culture had to be assimilated. «The Party does 
not disclaim the world progressive culture,» said 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, «on the contrary, it highly 
evaluates it and has always expressed its positive 
stand towards the creative thinking of the peoples 
and the great progressive thinkers and creators, but 
this evaluation must always be seen in the spirit 
of Marxism-Leninism. The underestimation of pro- 
gressive world culture would be a minus in the 
cultural and technical development of the country, 
inthe cultural and technical training of our intelli- 
gentsia.»* 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s theoretical thinking is 
distinguished not only for its scientific character, 
creative Marxist-Leninist revolutionary spirit, but 
also for the force of its application in practice. 
Under the leadership of the Party of Labour of Al- 
bania, the theoretical thinking of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha has illuminated every step of the 
deepening of the ideological and cultural revolution 
and is materialized in the invincible strength of 
the flourishing socialist Albania. Characterizing the 
achievements of our ideological and cultural revo- 
lution, Comrade Ramiz Alia has said: «It would 
be hard to find any other country in which an 
ideological and cultural revolution has been carried

‘extent as in Albania.»* 

Comrade Enver Hoxha was the inspirer and 
strategist of this revolution which eliminated cul- 
tural backwardness and set the country on the road 
of a rapid, uninterrupted, all-round progress, which 
‘created a new developed contemporary material 
and spiritual culture. He set down the tasks of each 
stage and led their realization step by step. While 
the people, inspired by his teachings, began 
the struggle to eliminate illiteracy, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha designed the program of ideological 
and cultural transformations for the distant future. 
Like no one else before, from the first initiatives of 
the cultural revolution, he paid special attention not 
only to drawing and activizing the small number of 
sound forces of the old intelligentsia through their 
reeducation in the practice of the socialist construc- 
tion, but also showed the urgent need to create 
the new intelligentsia from the sons and daughters 
of workers and peasants who were bound like flesh 
to bone with the interests of the revolution and 
were embued with the Marxist-Leninist ideology. 
Without this intelligentsia it would have been im- 
possible to create that complete, developed educa- 
tional system of a socialist, popular and national 
character which we have today and which is capa- 
ble of educating the entire people, of training quali- 
fied working people and cadres for the most varied 
specialities and profiles for the needs of all sectors 
of the economy and culture. The ideas and projects 
designed by Comrade Enver Hoxha, the great and 
continuous attention which he paid, inspired all the 
efforts for the creation of an entire network of

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ltural institutions, from professional artistic en- 
bles to the national theatre and film making, 
from the centres of Radio and Television to the na- 
tional Opera and Ballet Theatre, from-modern ar- 
chitecture to the new literature of socialist realism 
which, as a whole, play a great role in the commu- 
nist education of the masses, have made their spiri- 
tual life prosperous and rich, support their creative 
activity in every field of the struggle for socialism. 
The creation and the progress of the new Albanian 
science, which is based on a broad network of spe- 
cialized institutions and a real army of qualified 
collaborators capable of carrying forward studies 
in various fields of social, natural and technical 
sciences, of preparing and executing magnificent 
designs which could not be dreamt of in the past, 
who, relying on their own forces, solve complex 
tasks to the benefit of the development of the 
socialist economy and culture, cannot be conceiv- 
ed without the direct solicitude of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha. 

\. The development of the ideological and cultural 
revolution brought about a real overthrow in the 
mentality, psychology and world outlook of the 
broad\ masses of the working people. Our people, 
engaged in the practice of the socialist construction, 
educated with the new socialist ideology, gradually 
discarded the old patriarchal, conservative customs 
and traditions, resolutely rejected the entire burden 
of the remnants of the past which left them in 
backwardness, freed themselves from the shackles 
of the patriarchal canons, prejudices, religious be- 
liefs and divisions, freed themselves from all the 
decay of the past. The decisive blow dealt to re- 
ligion in our country was a great act of the spi- 
ritual emancipation of the people. The liberation 
from the chains of religious beliefs opened broad 
vistas to the people to master a new advanced cul- 
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ture embued with a scientific world outlook, to 
adopt a new way of life and new customs. In the 
process of the development of the ideological and 
cultural revolution the sources of popular inspira- 
tion were clarified and became purer, the folk cul- 
ture was regenerated, liberated itself from every- 
thing old and assumed new values and content. 
Another magnificent achievement of socialism, 
of the ideological and cultural revolution is the 
all-round emancipation of the Albanian women who 
were freed from the manifold oppression and en- 
slavement, from inequality and misery, from the 
shackles of the inhuman canons and_ prejudices, 
from ignorance and humiliation; it released the great 
physical and intellectual energies of the mass of 
the women, drew them out of their houses and en- 
couraged them to become an active creative force 
at work and in the governing of the country, in 
culture, education and science, raised their dignity 
and personality, making them conscious of their 
irreplaceable role in the construction of the socialist 
life. Without the theoretical thinking of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha which illuminated the entire long, 
difficult and complicated struggle for the emanci- 
pation of the women, without the continuous soli- 
citude and insistence, without the pathos and noble 
feelings which he demonstrated for the liberation 
of the women, no moment of however little impor- 
tance of the realizations in this field can be under- 
stood, the high level of the emancipation of the Al- 
banian women and the well-deserved rights which 
they enjoy in our society, cannot be understood. 
The ideological, cultural and spiritual emanci- 
pation of the masses in our country has been ac- 
complished while overcoming numerous difficulties 
which were linked with very important internation- 
al external factors with which our ideological and 
cultural revolution was inevitably confronted. And 
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here we come to another dimension of special im- 
portance which helps to grasp the content and his- 
toric significance of Comrade Enver Hoxha’s ideas 
on the ideological and cultural revolution. 

In the spirit of proletarian internationalism, the 
Party of Labour of Albania has always seen and 
appreciated the people’s revolution and the socialist 
construction of our country as inseparable parts of 
the world revolutionary process. This fact has left 
its indelible imprint on the whole platform of the 
Party elaborated by Comrade Enver Hoxha, on the 
ideological and cultural revolution. In order to ana- 
lyse and grasp the whole extent and depth 
of the revolutionary creativeness of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s thinking, it is indispensable that 
it should be compared with the stands adopted 
towards the ideological and cultural problems in the 
international communist and workers’ movement, 
with the stern ideological battles which have always 
accompanied the development of culture on an in- 
ternational scale in the past half of this century. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s criticism of the op- 
portunist platform of Sejfulla Maléshova on prob- 
lems of\culture and ideology was, at the same time, 
opposition to the aims of Anglo-American reaction 
which, immediately after the Second World War, 
strove to divert the countries of people’s democracy 
from the course of the revolution and _ socialist 
construction, to set them on a «middle course», and, 
in the long run, to lure them on to the course of 
capitalist development, and make them dependent 
on Western imperialism. The clear-cut, determined 
stand of the Party of Labour of Albania against 
Titoite revisionism, which was condemned by the 
entire international communist and workers’ mo- 
vement in its time, was based, among other things, 
also on the experience of the ideological struggle 
it had waged during the Second World War and 
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after Liberation against the Titoite renegades. The- 
refore, from the beginning, our Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha did not reconcile themselves with the 
Khrushchevite revisionists’ efforts to rehabilitate 
Titoism and to stop the polemics and ideological 
struggle against it. After Stalin’s death our Party 
followed with concern the concessions over princi- 
ple made to the enemy ideology, the degenerated 
Western culture and art in the countries of the 
former people’s democracy and the Soviet Union, 
It forewarned of the great threat they posed as 
support for the counter-revolutionary forces. 

Meanwhile, our Party, inspired by the teachings 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha, stepped up its struggle 
against any manifestation of alien ideologies and 
step by step consolidated the socialist character 
of our culture, and deepened the ideological and 
cultural revolution under the hegemony of the 
working class. This experience helped our Party 
to avoid being taken by surprise by the Khrushche- 
vite betrayal and the revisionist course of the 20th 
Congress of the CPSU, to oppose this course and 
te emerge in the front-line of the struggle against 
modern revisionism on a world scale. The firm 
stand and resolute struggle of the PLA and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, their profound analyses and valuable 
theoretical generalizations, further enriched the 
Marxist-Leninist theory on the ideological and cul- 
tural revolution, especially with the conclusions on 
the ways to avert the bourgeois-revisionist dege- 
neration and to further consolidate the socialist cha- 
racter of our ideology and culture, in which the 
degenerate bourgeois-revisionist culture never 
struck root. 

The greatness of the Marxist-Leninist teachings 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha stood out also in the 
principled stand of our Party towards Mao Zedong’s 
course of the so-called cultural revolution, which 
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was inspired by Trotskyite, chauvinist and pseudo- 
revolutionary ideas and which assumed the pro- 
portions of a real anti-cultural vandalism. As early 
as the first steps of the «cultural revolution» in 
China, Comrade Enver Hoxha warned that it was 
on a course that had nothing in common with the 
Marxist-Leninist concept of the ideological and 
cultural revolution. Likewise, the stand of our Party 
was equally principled and resolute towards that 
«turn» that the successors of Mao Zedong made 
after his death, by reviving and applying the slo- 
gan of «let one hundred flowers blossom», which 
meant giving up the class struggle in ideology and 
culture, and opened all the doors of China to the 
penetration of the degenerate bourgeois ideology, 
art and culture. 

Summing up the world experience of the con- 
temporary ideological and cultural development, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha regarded the struggle for 
the spiritual, ideological and cultural emancipation 
ofthe masses as one of the universal laws of the 
socialist construction. He maintained that there is 
no country in which the proletarian revolution 
triumphs, which does not face the great problem of 
carrying out the ideological and cultural revolution. 
The universal importance and content of this revo- 
lution would not be fully understood if it were 
considered as a factor that operates only in order 
to overcome the cultural backwardness which some 
country inherits from the past. Socialism, of course, 
implies a social order higher than any exploiting 
order, therefore, it cannot be built without emerg- 
ing from the cultural backwardness. However, the 
ideological and cultural revolution is an indispens- 
able task which cannot but lie ahead even for coun- 
tries most advanced from the cultural viewpoint. 

In criticizing the revisionist views that mini- 
mize the universal importance of the ideological 
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-and cultural revolution, that consider it a problem 
only for the backward countries, or limit it only 
to the stage of the creation of the economic base of 
socialism, Comrade Enver Hoxha emphasized the 
close and inseparable connection between the cul- 
tural revolution and the ideological revolution. The 
ideological revolution and the cultural revolution 
are two inseparable parts of the same process. This 
process contains tasks which cannot be solved at 
one stroke, only by eliminating illiteracy or by so- 
me other reforms, but extends over and covers all 
the space of the transitional period from capitalism 
to communism, which is, apart from other things, 
the period of the ceaseless and irreconcilable strug- 
gle between the socialist ideology and culture and 
the bourgeois-revisionist ideology and culture. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has stigmatized the re- 
visionist views which propound that, after the li- 
quidation of exploiting classes, the sphere of ideo- 
logy and culture loses its class character and embo- 
dies the general social interests, the so-called all- 
embracing humanitarian ideal. In fact, the ideology 
and culture, in general, and the spiritual culture, 
in particular, depend on the social class relation- 
ships and have a direct class character. In the condi- 
tions when internal and external, antagonistic and 
non-antagonistic contradictions exist, the Party of 
Labour of Albania has followed the course of the 
_class struggle against the bourgeois-revisionist ideo- 
logy and culture and the alien manifestations in 
the consciousness of the people. Summing up the 
new historical experience, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
formulated the thesis that without ensuring the 
complete triumph of the socialist ideology, without 
consolidating the socialist character of the new cul- 
ture, the socialist victories in the other fields can- 
not, be secure or guaranteed. 

The ideological class struggle has become es-

pecially fierce in the conditions of the further deep- 
ening of the general crisis of the capitalist system 
and the bourgeois degeneration of the former so- 
cialist countries. In this situation, exposure of the 
efforts of the bourgeois and revisionist ideologists 
to cover up and hide the class struggle through the 
slogans of «removing culture from ideological in- 
fluences», «ideological and cultural pluralism», «con- 
vergence» of opposing ideologies and cultures, has 
always had great importance. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has shown with facts 
the danger which the ideological and cultural ag- 
gression of imperialism and modern revisionism 
presents for socialism and the independence of the 
peoples. Through their degenerate culture, their 
decadent art and literature, through their idealist 
sociological and philosophical, political and religious, 
aesthetic and moral concepts which express the spi- 
ritual crisis of the exploiting order, the bourgeoisie 
and revisionism try to influence people in order to 
alienate them from the battles of the class struggle, 
to spread disillusionment and ideological confusion 
within their ranks, to introduce the seed of degene- 
ration to our country, which is marching unwa- 
veringly\on the road of the revolution and social- 
ism. By exposing the danger of the cultural aggres- 
sion of the superpowers, our Party has contributed 
not only to the defence of the purity of our socialist 
ideology and culture, but has also made its contri- 
bution to the defence of the progressive culture of 
all other peoples. 

The positions of the socialist ideology and the 
socialist character of our culture are strengthened 
through the consolidation of the hegemony of the 
working class in all fields of life and the leading 
role of the Party. The Marxist-Leninist party is the 
only revolutionary force capable of playing the role 
of a leading staff for revolutionary socialist tran- 
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sformations in every field of social life, including 
its ideological and cultural development. It is able 
to guide the ideological and cultural development 
of the society, closely linked with the development 
of the revolution and the practice of the socialist 
construction, is able to carry the Marxist-Leninist 
ideology to all spheres of culture and direct the cul- 
tural and ideological formation not just of the com- 
munists but of all masses of the people. 

The complete construction of socialist and com- 
munist society is a dynamic process, to which the 
ideological and cultural revolution is subjected. 
Comrade Enver Hoxha has summed up the expe- 
rience of this dynamic process, which is an insepa- 
rable part of the development of the class struggle, 
as the ceaseless revolutionization of the whole life 
of the socialist society. As an objective law of so- 
cial development, the process of the revolutioniza- 
tion of the life of the country implies the communist 
education and the uninterrupted raising of the 
cultural level of the masses, the irreconcilable 
struggle with any manifestation of the degenerate 
bourgeois-revisionist ideology and culture, the fur- 
ther development and modernization of all spheres 
and sectors of culture, education, science, literature, 
art, etc., the use of all their creative potential in 
favour of the complete construction of socialist so- 
ciety. One of the main aims of the cultural work in 
every sector and field is the awakening of the creat- 
ive forces of the masses. At the 8th Congress of the 
Party, Comrade Enver Hoxha said, «The develop- 
ment and progress of culture means the develop- 
ment and progress of the nation.»* 

Within 40 years a new socialist civilization has

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been created, in our country, which is expressed as 
an entity of material, spiritual and cultural values, 
as a cultural creativity and as a movement, as a 
progress of culture itself. The socialist culture has 
become a direct expression of the all-round econ- 
omic, social and cultural emancipation of the work- 
ing masses and an important means for the uninter- 
rupted raising of the level of their all-round eman- 
cipation. Not only the achievements in the field of 
ideology and culture, but also those tendencies 
which are being consolidated as laws of our so- 
cialist social system and which testify to the per- 
spectives of the future cultural development, have 
their importance, too. Comrade Ramiz Alia has said 
that, «The great teachings of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
and his tireless activity to build a new culture, revo- 
lutionary in content, with a firm national base and 
a powerful popular and democratic spirit, have been 
and will be an unerring guide to show us the right 
course on which we must proceed, in order to work 
and fight tirelessly to make our Homeland a country 
ever more emancipated, ever more cultured.»*

ARCHITECT OF THE GREAT UNITY OF THE 
PEOPLE IN THE DEMOCRATIC FRONT AND 
FOUNDER OF THE PEOPLE’S POWER 


The problems of the unity of the people and of 
the state power, of their creation and consolidation, 
occupy a central place in the thought and all-round 
activity of Comrade Enver Hoxha. These two were 
among the questions that had to be solved in the 
course ofthe National Liberation War in order to 
ensure the triumph of the people’s revolution in Al- 
bania. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha was the first among the 
Albanian communists to understand and put forward 
the need for uniting the people around the Party, to 
work out the platform for this unity, to organize and 
direct all the work for the establishment of the peo- 
ple’s state power. 

In a number of Works, and especially in the 
book Laying the Foundations of the New Albania, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha has described the road fo- 
llowed by the Party, the work and heroic struggle 
it has done to achieve the unity of the Albanian 
people in ‘the National Liberation Front, to set up 
and organize the new people’s state power. 
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The grave situation created with the occupation 
of Albania by fascism brought the question of na- 
tional liberation to the fore, and hence, put on the 
order of the day the unity of the patriotic and free- 
dom-loving forces of the country in a single front 
of struggle. A small country with little material and 
human resources, Albania could oppose fascist Italy 
and Germany, which ranked amongst the most po- 
werful states of that time, only by uniting its people. 
It is the merit of Comrade Enver Hoxha to have 
orientated the Party on to this road. An outstanding 
Marxist and ardent patriot, he brought about a ra- 
dical change in the mentality that existed in Alba- 
nia up till that time, when even learned people 
thought that the freedom and independence of the 
country depended much on the external forces. The 
new revolutionary thought of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
that the people and their united forces are invincible 
lay at the foundation of the policy of the Party in 
‘the revolution and the socialist construction of the 
country. 

[he problem of what this unity of the Albanian 
people would be and how it would be realized was 
not that simple. There was a vast historical experi- 
ence which showed that, with their united forces, the 
Albanian people had faced up to numerous enemies. 
There was also the experience of the class battles 
of the proletariat led by the communist parties in 
different countries of the world. There were also 
the directives of the Comintern about the anti- 
fascist popular front. All these experiences were 
very valuable, but in the new specific situation of 
Albania they’ could not be: applied mechanically. 
‘The rare merit of Comrade Enver Hoxha lies: in it 
that, while taking what was valuable in these expe- 
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riences, he knew how to provide a clear answer and 
correct solution to such acute questions as had to do 
with the way of uniting the people, with the forces 
that had to be united, with the form of organiza- 
tion of this unity and the force that would lead it. 

He conceived the unity of the people as a great 
militant unity which would be realized not from 
above, as a result of talks or coalitions among 
chiefs. The National Liberation Front would be 
created as a political organization including all the 
honest and patriotic people, all those who placed the 
freedom and independence of the country above 
everything, regardless of political and ideological 
convictions, classes and social strata, religious and 
regional differences. Essential in this concept is that 
the Communist Party of Albania, which had shown 
itself capable of assuming such historic tasks, should 
lead the war and Front. With the platform Comrade 
Enver Hoxha put forward at the Conference of 
Peza, in which these great ideas were exhaustively 
worked out, the Party clearly defined the road to 
achieve unity, to organize and mobilize the people 
in struggle against the fascist occupiers and local 
traitors. 

To Comrade Enver Hoxha goes the credit of 
not only providing a clear idea of the unity of the 
people in the National Liberation Front, but also of 
directly leading its realization in practice. This 
presented many and various difficulties. In certain 
circles of patriots and communists there existed the 
idea that there could be no talk of a Front which 
should unite the people when other political parties 
did not exist. Opposing this wrong idea of a 
social-democratic spirit and character, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha explained and provided arguments 
to prove that precisely the absence of different pol- 
itical parties was a factor which favoured the union 
and organization of the people in a single front of 
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struggle under the leadership of the Communist 
Party of Albania, as the only political force which 
expresses and defends the vital interests of the 
people. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha directed the great work 
of the Party to overcome the obstacles raised by the 
regional and religious divisions created by the 
exploiting classes and to dispel the many illusions 
created by the occupier to justify its occupation, to 
refute the old views which divided the town from 
the countryside and the working class from the 
peasantry, to ensure the participation of the broad 
strata of the population: the youth, the women, the 
patriotic intelligentsia, the honest nationalists and 
patriots, in the war and the Anti-fascist National 
Liberation Front. 

Within a short time and in a creative manner, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, being at the head of the 
Party, realized such a unity of the people in the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, which, in its extension 
and compactness, organization and political consci- 
ousness, had no precedent not only in the history 
of our people but also in that of many other coun- 
tries. Here it is important to point out the fact that 
on the basis of the thought of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
our working class, although small in numbers and 
without a long tradition in the class struggle, linked 
itself in a close alliance with the working peasantry 
which made up the overwhelming part of the popu- 
lation, and became its leader. This alliance was and 
remained the unshakeable foundation of the unity of 
the people in the National Liberation Front, of 
their unity around the Party, of the strength of the 
state power of the dictatorship of the proletariat 
that was established in Albania. «Our steel unity,» 
Comrade Ramiz Alia said, «was not founded on pa- 
thetic appeals but on the war... The people and the 
Party were not united either through agreements 
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or treaties, or alliances based on passing circumstan- 
ces, but on the lofty aims for the period of the war 
and the future.»* 

Just as outstanding is the role of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha in the process of the strengthening 
and defence of the unity of the people and the 
Front. The internal and external enemies made 
many attempts at dividing the people and undermin- 
ing their unity in the National Liberation Front, 
especially at weakening the trust of the masses in 
the Communist Party of Albania, and its correct 
line. Certain political organizations, such as Balli 
Kombétar, which was led by the most reactionary 
elements of the exploiting classes, were organized 
as an opposition to the National Liberation Move- 
ment which was led by the Party, because in 
the unity of the people and their armed struggle 
they saw a threat to their dominant class positions. 

The policy of the Party towards these organi- 
zations, which was worked out by Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, was a wise and prudent policy. It 
was aimed at drawing Balli Kombétar into the joint 
war against the occupier and, in the course of this 
war, to expose its anti-national and anti-popular 
aims, to bring the misguided people to see the truth 
and isolate the chiefs of reaction. When Balli Ko- 
mbétar and Legaliteti made common cause with the 
occupier and together with it undertook armed 
actions against the people’s war and the National 
Liberation Front, the Party adopted a clear-cut and 
resolute stand which led to their defeat as political 
and military forces. 

Wise and far-sighted were also the orienta- 
tions of Comrade Enver Hoxha about the stand to 
be taken towards the Anglo-American allies, who

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strove, as the saying goes, to cast the stone and 


hide the hand. He constantly instructed the Party 
that the foreign envoys should in no way be allowed 
to interfere in our internal affairs and that we must 
be always vigilant towards them. This correct stand 
foiled all the Anglo-American attempts to divert 
the National Liberation Movement and bring it 
under their control, to prevent the great unity of 
the people under the leadership of the Party and 
impede the setting up of the new people’s state 
power. 

_ Unlike the wars of the Albanian people in the 
past, the Anti-fascist National Liberation War had 
a single and real political leadership, the leadership 
of the Communist Party of Albania. This was the 
essential element which gave it the character of a 
broad people’s war and which brought Albania its 
major historic victory, genuine freedom and national 
independence, the establishment of the people’s 
state power and the setting out of the country on 
the road of socialism. The principal role in the 
successful solution of this key problem was played 
by Comrade Enver Hoxha who knew how to guide 
and lead the Party on the Marxist-Leninist road, 
so that it placed itself at the head of the people and 
became the heart of the National Liberation Front 
and War. The Party did not share its leadership 
and the state power with anyone, it did not allow 
its leading role to be merged or diluted in the Front. 
It is the great merit of Comrade Enver Hoxha to 
have preserved the independence and identity of 
the Party in the Front, to have rejected with prole- 
tarian intransigence any opportunist compromise 
that the enemies of the Party and people wanted it 
to enter into. 

With the liberation of Albania, the Party and 
the people were faced with new and great problems. 
The country had to be rebuilt from the destructions 
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of the war and emerge as soon as possible from 
the poverty and profound backwardness it inherited 
from the past. The new people’s state power had 
to cope with new attempts of the overthrown cla- 
sses and external enemies to return their lost para- 
dise. These and other tasks that would emerge in 
the course of the construction of the new socialist 
society could not have been achieved without arous- 
ing the entire people, without mobilizing their great 
energies, Precisely in these first steps of the soci- 
alist construction Comrade Enver Hoxha pointed 
out, «The political Front of the entire people, the 
Democratic Front, that is what Albania needed in 
the time of war, that is what Albania needs now 
in the time of peace, because the tasks we are facing 
in these times are as important and vital as those 
of the time of war.»* He defended and developed 
further the idea of the fighting unity of the people 
around the Party in the Democratic Front, as indis- 
pensible for the socialist construction of the country, 
worked and fought throughout his life for the cea- 
seless strengthening and tempering of the unity of 
the people, in order to make it a great motor force 
of the new society. 

Of major importance is the thesis put forward 
by Comrade Enver Hoxha that the unity of the peo- 
ple around the Party is not given once and for all, 
that this unity can be strengthened and developed 
but also weakened and split. This depends on the 
policy the Party pursues, the understanding and 
application of this policy. 

In our country the unity of the people around 
the Party has gone constantly strengthening, be- 
cause the policy of the Party of Labour of Albania 
has always expressed and defended the supreme

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interests of the people and the Homeland, because 
it has always been aimed at achieving the all- 
round development of the country and the unin- 
terrupted improvement of the people’s well-being. 
Our reality, the new Albania, with its developed 
economy, its advanced culture, its free and inde- 
pendent state, its healthy and cultured younger ge- 
neration, its emancipated women, its large people’s 
intelligentsia, its secure and invincible defence, its 
honoured and respected position in the international 
arena, is clear evidence oi this. 

To Comrade Enver Hoxha, the architect of the 
policy our Party has always pursued, goes the spe- 
cial credit of having dealt with the major problem 
of the unity of the people in its dialectical develop- 
ment, in close connection with internal and external 
political, economic and socio-cultural factors. He 
proved with scientific argument that the unity of 
the Party is a decisive factor for the unity of the 
people, that every socio-economic transfermation 
requires the people to be united and determined 
to march on the road of the Party, just as every 
transformation that, is carried out further streng- 
thens the unity of the people, raises it to a higher 
level. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has made a major and 
outstanding contribution to the struggle against op- 
portunist and revisionist theories and_ practices 
which, for the sake of unity, negate social contra- 
dictions and the class struggle, or for the sake of 
the class struggle and contradictions, negate unity. 
Proceeding from Marxism-Leninism and defending 
it, he developed the thesis that, in the conditions 
of socialism, unity cannot be achieved and streng- 
thened without the development of the class strug- 
gle, without the constant strengthening of the alli- 
ance between the working class and the coopera- 
tivist peasantry. 
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The Party of Labour of Albania has always 
resolutely applied these teachings. It has never 
allowed unity to be considered separated from the 
class struggle, but has strengthened the unity of 
the people by consistently developing the class 
struggle, thwarting the attempts of internal ene- 
mies, ranging from Koci Xoxe to the gang of Meh- 
met Shehu, smashing the plots of the external im- 
perialist and revisionist enemies, and carrying the 
socialist construction of the country forward. 

In the policy of the Party of Labour of Alba- 
nia on the questions of unity and the Front, contra- 
dictions and the class struggle, there have never 
been deviations, either opportunist or sectarian, to 
this or that side. The accusations of the Yugoslav 
revisionists and other enemies inside and outside 
the Party about opportunism, sectarianism and dog- 
matism during the war and after it, have been 
made only with the aim of diverting the Party from 
its correct line, from its sound Marxist-Leninist 
positions. The intransigent stand of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha and our Party towards all the at- 
tempts by the various opportunists and deviators 
to draw the Party on to the road of unprincipled 
compromises, or dogmatic and sectarian actions, 
is well-known. The ideological sharpness, the prin- 
cipled and clear-cut stand of the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha on these issues have been decisive 
and salutary for the fate of the revolution and so- 
cialism in Albania. They serve and will serve in the 
future, too, as a guiding compass, a means to unco- 
ver and fight any concrete manifestation of oppor- 
tunism and sectarianism which, if allowed to strike 
root, weaken and undermine the unity of the people 
around the Party. 

The great unity of the Albanian people, in the 
Democratic Front, their monolithic unity around the 
Party, stands out majestically in the rich legacy that 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha has left us. It is the unity 
of the development of Albania on the road of the 
complete construction of the socialist society, the 
unity of people who refuse subjugation to any kind 
of oppression and exploitation, who live in freedom 
and -genuine democracy and are masters of their 
own country. Together with the steel-like unity, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha left us very valuable tea- 
chings about how we should safeguard, develop and 
strengthen it unceasingly through work and struggle 
for the construction of the socialist society, by 
raising the political consciousness of the masses, 
enhancing their role as builders and active defend- 
ers of the socialist victories, by developing the eco- 
nomy, culture and science, by strengthening the in- 
ternational position and the defence capacity of the 
Homeland. 

In the present stage, the unity of the people 
around the Party has reached a high political and 
ideological level. Its further strengthening constitu- 
tes one of the major fronts of the daily work and 
struggle of the Party and all its levers. The educa- 
tion and tempering of the new man with the 
Marxist-Leninist ideology and the norms of its 
morality, the struggle against the old conservative 
and liberal mentality and psychology, assume spe- 
cial importance. Our experience confirms with each 
passing day the vital truth that the profound and 
stable convictions about socialism, the placing of 
the general interest above the narrow personal in- 
terest, are irreplaceable factors in the struggle to 
face the difficulties of the socialist construction, the 
great pressure of the capitalist-revisionist world, 
with closed ranks. 

The Democratic Front is the broadest political 
organization which unites the Albanian people in 
the struggle for the common ideal of the construc- 
tion and defence of socialism. It has a great role in 
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the education of the masses with revolutionary pat- 
riotism, with the teachings of the Party and 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, with the spirit of class 
struggle and the dictatorship of the proletariat, with 
socialist friendship and solidarity, and for their or- 
ganization and mobilization for implementing the pro- 
gram of the Party. 


Our people have fought through the centuries 
and have shed torrents of blood for their freedom 
and independence, for a better life, against the nu- 
merous occupiers and their tools within the country. 
But the exploiting classes enjoyed the fruits of these 
struggles. Comrade Enver Hoxha had in mind preci- 
sely this bitter historical experience when, since the 
founding of the Party, he launched the slogan of 
the struggle for a free, democratic people’s Albania. 

With the foresight of a great Marxist-Leninist 
revolutionary, Comrade Enver Hoxha orientated the 
struggle of the Party and people to lead not only 
to the national liberation but also to the social li- 
beration and the establishment of the new state, to 
the fulfilment of the centuries-old aspirations of the 
Albanian people. In the years of the Second World 
War, the other communist parties faced this pro- 
blem, too, but not all of them provided a successful 
solution to this fundamental question of the revo- 
lution. Some did not put forward the problem of the 
seizure of power at all, some shared state power 
with other political parties, and some set out on 
this road but stopped half-way. From the beginning 
of the war the Party considered the question of 
state power part of the revolutionary strategy and 
carried it through to the end. 
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The road to power, which Comrade Enver Hoxha 
worked out and the Party followed, was well-con- 
sidered, in conformity with the socio-political condi- 
tions and circumstances of our country and the 
stages through which the National Liberation War 
went. The process of the organization and establish- 
ment of the people’s state power went through a 
very difficult, but absolutely necessary and original 
road. In this complicated process the Communist 
Party of Albania and Comrade Enver Hoxha perso- 
nally were careful to ensure that our revolution led 
to the setting up of a new state power, in content 
and in form, that it had nothing in common with 
that old one which oppressed the people’s masses, 
which was the state power of corrupt bureaucracy, 
backwardness and obscurantism. 

One of the distinguished contributions of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha to the theoretical Marxist- 
Leninist thinking and the revolutionary practice lies 
in the fact that the question of to whom state power 
would go was actually solved during the war in fa- 
vour of the working class, the working masses. The 
new state power, that was established in the country 
after Liberation, was distinguished by its proletarian 
content, which conditioned Albania’s resolute march 
on the road of socialism before many other countries 
of former people’s democracy. This was the result of 
those revolutionary developments which took place 
in our country during the National Liberation War, 
of that profound political and class differentiation 
that took place between the people and the exploit- 
ing classes and of the destruction of their political 
power and organizations. 

With the establishment of the people’s state 
power, the Party faced a number of problems 
which had to do with the smashing of the all-round 
resistance put up by the many enemies of the new 
state, with the liquidation of the plots hatched up 
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against it by the imperialist powers, especially by 
the Anglo-Americans, with the completion and or- 
ganization of the state structure in all the links and 
‘all over the country, with the experience that had 
to be gained in the organization and management of 
construction work, with the working out of the new 
legislation, etc. It is no accident that for a long 
period of time Comrade Enver Hoxha was directly 
engaged in these problems and remained at the head 
of the state leadership. The moments the new state 
power was going through demanded his broad mind 
and his practical, leading and guiding activity. 

For nearly half a century the people’s state 
power, which emerged from the war, has displayed 
unexampled stability, a great organizing and exe- 
cutive strength, a genuine popular and_revolutio- 
nary character. The great socio-economic transfor- 
mations, which have been made during this period, 
have turned Albania into an advanced country and 
have enabled the people to enjoy the material and 
cultural blessings of their own work and toil. 

The emergence of modern revisionism raised 
many problems, but the most important was the 
question of state power. Practice confirmed the 
brilliant idea of the great Lenin that it is easier 
to seize power than to hold, preserve and streng- 
then it. The revisionists, especially the Soviet ones, 
not only undermined the workers and_ peasants’ 
state in their own country, but also spread a great 
ideological confusion about this question. In this 
situation Comrade Enver Hoxha defended the idea 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat and the lead- 
ership of the communist party in its system, with 
rare resolve and courage. He proved the need of 
preserving and strengthening the dictatorship of the 
proletariat throughout the period of the socialist 
construction and transition to communism. 

Of great value is the thesis Comrade Enver 
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Hoxha put forward and supported with argument 
that as long as the class struggle goes on, 
as long as the imperialist-revisionist encirclement 
exists, the state power of the working class is not 
immune to the danger of degeneration. On the ini- 
tiative of Comrade Enver Hoxha and on the basis 
of extensive thrashing out of opinions in the Party, 
especially after the 60’s, a series of measures for 
the continuous and uninterrupted revolutionization 
of the people’s state power were carried out: re- 
duction of high salaries, participation of the cadres 
of all categories directly in production, their cir- 
culation, abolishment of military ranks, and esta- 
blishment of political commissars in the armed forc- 
es, reduction of administrative apparatuses in the 
centre and at the base, giving the various organs 
of state power and economy greater powers, orga- 
nization and exercise of the direct worker and pea- 
sant control, etc. These measures are dictated by our 
very internal development, by the need to preserve 
the purity of the popular character of the state 
power, to further strengthen and democratize the 
state power and the whole life of the country, to 
block all paths that lead to bureaucracy and libe- 
ralism, these enemies of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat. 

Our experience of the revolutionization of the 
entire life of the country has national and interna- 
tional significance, it serves to build up the confi- 
dence of the proletariat and the peoples of other 
countries in the socialist and communist future of 
mankind, to reject the poison of the bourgeois pro- 
paganda which claims that socialism is an abortive 
experience. It is a generally known truth that re- 
visionism did not pass in Albania and that it 
stands on the sound rails of Marxism-Leninism. All 
the theoretical heritage and therrevolutionary prac- 
tice of Comrade Enver Hoxha are an ever valid 
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message for the present and future generations in 
order to defend the cause of socialism and commu- 
nism like the apple of their eyes and carry it for- 
ward. 

The great work of Comrade Enver Hoxha for 
the setting up and strengthening of the people’s 
state power is embodied in the new Constitution of 
the People’s Socialist Republic of Albania, which 
was drafted under his direct guidance. It has the 
teachings of Comrade Enver Hoxha and the achie- 
vements realized under his leadership at its founda- 
tions. The new Constitution confirmed the funda- 
mental principles of the development of our society 
on the basis of which our legislation, all the existing 
socio-economic socialist relations, are built. The cha- 
racteristic feature of our Constitution is that it not 
only sanctions these relations, but also guarantees 
their realization, unlike any other bourgeois and 
revisionist practice. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has waged a_ long 
struggle against the bourgeois and revisionist theo- 
ries on the state and its development in the condi- 
tions of socialism, the essence of which is nothing 
but liquidation of the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
divesting the working class and the working masses 
of their power, creation of all premises to re-esta- 
blish the old exploiting order, the dictatorship of 
the bourgeoisie. He defended the Marxist view that, 
in the course of development, the state of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat does not weaken, but 
on the contrary, continuously strengthens and raises 
its role. Comrade Enver Hoxha has particularly 
exposed the various revisionist theories on the state 
and their practices, beginning with the so-called 
Yugoslav «self-administrative» socialist state, which 
in essence alienates the working class from its po- 
litical power, «the state of the entire people» that 
the Soviet revisionists advocate, the Chinese «poli- 
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tical pluralism», to the Eurocommunist views which 
openly deny the state of the dictatorship of th 
proletariat. , 

Summing up the experience of our revolution 
and socialist construction and drawing the necessa- 
ry lessons from the revisionist tragedy, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha reached the conclusion that with the 
building of the economic base of socialism and the 
wiping out of the exploiting classes, the existence 
of other parties, except the communist party, is 
quite unnecessary, and that to preserve these par- 
ties for the sake of the historical tradition means 
to. keep alive the nests around which the elements 
of overthrown classes and all the scum of reaction 
come together to fight the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat and’ the Communist. Party. Comrade 
Enver, Hoxha’s argument on this principled and 
practical question is diametrically opposed to the 
revisionists’ theories and practices, their multiparty 
system and political «pluralism», which have been 
deliberately. cooked upto justify the liquidation 
of the leading role of the Communist Party. He 
enriched the Marxist-Leninist theory of the leading 
role of the Party in the state of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat with the important idea {that the 
more this state is strengthened, the more the lead- 
ing, guiding and controlling role of the Party is en- 
hanced. 

To Comrade Enver Hoxha goes the credit for 
working out in theory and practice the roads of the 
preservation and ceaseless strengthening of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat. Of special importance 
in this are his ideas about the enhancement of the 
role of the masses, their active participation in the 
governing of the country, the continuous extension 
and deepening of socialist democracy, the struggle 
against bureaucracy and liberalism, the safeguarding 
of the popular character of the state power from 
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any alien phenomenon, the raising of vigilance 
against internal and external enemies. Our state 
power has always proceeded on this road. The peo- 
ple have always given it the great strength to 
realize its mission for the construction of the so- 
cialist society and the defence of the Homeland.

COMMANDER OF THE ARMY AND CREATOR 
OF THE MILITARY ART OF POPULAR WAR 


In the wealth of the all-round theoretical and 
practical heritage which Comrade Enver Hoxha has 
left us, his thinking and practical activity in ques- 
tions of the army and the Popular Military Art 
occupy an important place. Comrade Enver Hoxha’s 
teachings have underlied and will underlie the foun- 
dations of the organization and continuous strength- 
ening of our defence. As Comrade Ramiz Alia 
pointed out, «Comrade Enver Hoxha’s ideas and 
teachings are embodied in the whole life of 
our army, in the ideological, political and moral 
principles by which it is guided, in the organiza- 
tional structure and in the Military Art to which 
it adheres.»* 

Marxism-Leninism teaches us that the political- 
strategic objectives of the general armed uprising,

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the genuine national and social liberation and the 
establishment of, people’s state power cannot be 
attained without creating an organized revolutio- 
nary military force. This has been thoroughly 
proved by our historical experience. From the first 
days of its existence, the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha conceived the creation of this force 
as an objective necessity, without which there could 
be no talk about the armed struggle. With Comrade 
Enver Hoxha at the head, our Party successfully 
carried out this great task of historic importance — 
the formation of the Albanian National Libera- 
tion Army (ANLA) — which required colossal 
efforts and the overcoming of innumerable diffi- 
culties. 

As a great military strategist, as an outstanding 
commissar and commander, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
defined the stages of the road through which our 
war and our National Liberation Army would. de- 
velop from the guerrilla units to army corps. 

Having the correct and far-sighted leadership 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha, our Party knew how to 
find original solutions to the question of the crea- 
tion of the people’s armed force in the conditions 
of our country, with a small territory and limited 
human and material resources, and in the condi- 
tions of the fascist occupation. Just as all our strug- 
gle, the course of the formation and growth of the 
ANLA has its originality and specific aspects. Our 
army was created in difficult historical, socio-eco- 
nomic and political-military conditions. The military 
occupation of the country, the aims of the occupier 
and reaction to crush any effort towards the for- 
mation of the National Liberation Army, and the 
stark economic backwardness were serious handi- 
caps to the creation, completion and the supplies of 
the army.-It is also known that from the old army 
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«We inherited nothing..., not even a squad of sol- 
‘diers, let alone larger units.»* 

In these difficult circumstances, the Party and 
Comrade Enver Hoxha created and organized the 
new army with nothing ready-made and with no 
external aid. The ANLA was formed and became 
a great armed force with all the required political- 
military attributes, built from the base to the 
highest organisms on entirely new organizational, 
political and military bases. This is the historic merit 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha and a distinguishing fea- 
ture of the creation of the ANLA, because, histori- 
cally speaking, regular armies have emerged from 
an inherited base, and military leaders have done 
nothing but adapted and improved the existing 
organization, experience, tactics, etc. Whereas 
the Communist Party of Albania, with Comrade 
Enver Hoxha at the head, began its work from 
small guerrilla units, without stocks of weapons or 
with some old weapons, and succeeded within a 
short time in creating a voluntary army, a political 
army led by the Party, which emerged from the 
midst of the people and was connected closely with 
them, an army with a conscious iron discipline, thus 
setting a rare precedent in history. This is one 
of the monumental achievements of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha. ; 

The formation of a regular people’s army was 
a complicated act complete in itself. The merit of 
our Party is that by applying the teachings of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha with determination, courage 
and maturity, gradually and in conformity with the 
conditions and the situations, \it succeeded in build- 
ing all links of the military organization which was

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characterized by some original aspects compared 
with the roads followed in other countries. Our 
Party did not wait until the army was organized 
in regular formations, and then, throw itself into 
the war, but as the armed uprising began, guerrilla 
units were created «...as the skeleton of the fu- 
ture army,»* and solved important problems related 
with cadres, arming, supplies, etc. In this manner, 
the ANLA grew and was equipped as the National 
Liberation Movement extended. 

Another specific aspect was that the Party and 
Comrade Enver Hoxha did not proceed hastily with 
the immediate creation of large military formations, 
but proceeded through phases, passing from the 
lowest phase to the highest; fresh steps were taken 
after the previous steps had been consolidated and 
the conditions had matured. The creation of the 
General Staff was a concrete implementation of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha’s idea and one of the Party’s 
political and military victories of great historic im- 
portance for the destinies of our people. It was 
realized in the historic moment when the armed 
struggle of the Albanian people entered a new 
phase of development, the phase of higher military 
organization and the extension of the struggle all 
over the country, the phase of the people’s general 
armed uprising. Now in Albania the enemies had to 
do no longer with groups of patriots or with small 
fighting units, as the Anglo-Americans and the Ti- 
toites tried to put the situation disparagingly, but 
with a regular armed force, with military orga- 
nisms like all the armies of the Anti-fascist Coali- 
tion in the Second World War, an army with very 
high moral qualities, which liaison officers and allies

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as well as the enemy staffs, were compelled to 
admit, an army with a capable military strategic 
leadership like the other staffs leading the war of 
the forces of the anti-fascist front. 

The general characteristic of the military acti- 
vity of Comrade Enver Hoxha during the National 
Liberation War is that he, with his ideas and con- 
crete activity, worked out every plan, every instruc- 
tion and important order of the ANLA, orientated 
and led its main battles with a sure hand and put 
into practice the strategic plan of the decisive ge- 
neral offensive for the complete liberation of the 
country. 

The all-round and detailed study of the inter- 
nal and external, political and military situation; 
the scientific calculation of all factors and elements 
which might come into play and influence the de- 
velopment and outcome of fighting operations in 
general; the thorough study of the possible theatre 
of operations and of the enemy, the wise choice 
of the direction of the main blow; the struggle 
against dogmatism and stereotypes; the great crea- 
tive ability in military operations and actions and 
in the accurate direction of forces, intensive work, 
personal courage and valour, these are some of the 
main characteristics which distinguish Comrade 
Enver Hoxha as a great military strategist. 

After the liberation of the country Comrade 
Enver Hoxha worked out the tasks and objectives to 
be attained for the modernization of our army, map- 
ped out the roads on which this modernization 
would develop, in conformity with the historic mis- 
sion of the defence of the new socialist state with 
which the army was charged and with the stages 
of the construction of socialism. At that time our 
army consisted mainly of infantry and had a simple 
organization. Its strength lay in its consciousness, 
great fighting spirit, discipline, attacking spirit and 
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in its fire power, consisting mainly of rifles, au- 
tomatic-guns, machine-guns and a few heavy pieces 
captured from the enemy. In his analysis of the 
militant road of our National Liberation Army and 
arguing the need for its modernization, on the eve 
of Liberation, its General Commander, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, pointed out, «...Our main task is to 
go ahead in order to give our army a really modern 
character, not only in form but especially in con- 
tent.»* Thanks to the ideas, orientations and direct 
solicitude of Comrade Enver Hoxha it was possible 
to ensure the harmonious development of all kinds 
of Armed Forces, all kinds of arms and services 
necessary for a modern army equipped with up-to- 
date technique and armaments, in conformity with 
the stages which responded to the internal and exter- 
nal conditions. In this manner, the artillery and 
its fire power, the fleet of aircraft, sea vessels, 
tanks, etc., increased and their range of action, 
draught power, etc., were considerably improved. 

On the basis of the Marxist-Leninist thesis on 
the priority of the human factor in war and taking 
into consideration the conditions of our country’s 
mountainous terrain, the Party and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha have maintained correct ratios bet- 
ween the structures and kinds of arms and services, 
giving primary importance to infantry. As Comrade 
Enver Hoxha instructed, «...In comparison with 
other arms of our army, not only it should be greater 
in numbers, ...but also should be trained at an 
especially high level, should have a great spirit of 
attack, defence and counter-offensive...»** Such a 
correct orientation has been and is of great scienti-

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fic, theoretical and practical value both for the 
organization and for the training of our army. 

Further developing the Leninist thesis that 
only the armed people can provide secure defence 
of the independence and freedom won at the cost 
of bloodshed and sacrifices, that the seizure of state 
power by the working class marks only the victory 
of the first battle and not the end of the revolution, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha reached conclusions of uni- 
versal theoretical and practical value that the 
struggle not only should not be interrupted, but 
should be continued further, by totally mobilizing 
the working people of town and countryside for 
work and defence and for the suppression of the 
bourgeois-capitalist resistance, that in this capital 
question we should by no means rely on external 
political cireumstances, or only on the regular army, 
but mainly on the internal factor, on our own ex- 
perience, on the entire armed people, on the un- 
shakeable confidence in our own forces. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha pointed out, «We must prepare an in- 
vincible force by training the entire soldier people 
from this moment.»* 

After Liberation, too, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
has displayed his great foresight over all questions 
related with the formation and strengthening of the 
army. Not only he did not permit that the army 
be dismissed, as internal reaction and external ene- 
mies advocated, not only he boldly opposed sugges- 
tions about its merger with the Yugoslav army, 
but, on the contrary, he defined the main directions 
of and adopted the necessary measures for its or- 
ganizational strengthening and modernization step 
by step and in conformity with the concrete histo-

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rical conditions and circumstances. This important 
lesson lies at the foundations of all problems which 
have to do with the further strengthening of our 
defence. 

At the time when the Khrushchevite revisionist 
pacifist wind about the creation of a world without 
armies, without weapons and without wars was 
blowing, when other internal and external enemies 
were deliberately exaggerating our capability and 
valiance, trumpeting that «we can cope with the 
enemy even without preparing ourselves, and that 
only a barracks’ army is sufficient,» Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, at the head of the PLA, defended and 
further developed the Marxist-Leninist military 
science on problems of the army and the defence 
of the Homeland. His teachings that the Homeland 
belongs to the whole people, therefore must be 
defended by the whole people, and that our defence 
should have the character of a popular defence, had 
decisive importance. They constituted an assistance 
to and encouragement for the other peoples who 
had risen arms in hand for their freedom and in- 
dependence, so that they did not fall victims to the 
bourgeois and revisionist propaganda about disar- 
mament, 

The invaluable ideas of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
are present in every element and in the entire or- 
ganizational structure of our People’s Army, in the 
creation and establishment of new detachments. His 
teachings that any tactical, operational and stra- 
tegic move should have its coverage and protection, 
that the General Command should have a powerful 
reserve available, that the time for the deployment 
and completion of the army should be continuously 
reduced, in order to counter any surprise aggression 
instantly, that we must rely on our real growing 
possibilities for completion with men, technique and 
armaments of all kinds of services and arms, etc., 
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all these conclusions are always valid for the pre- 
sent and the future. 

An important place in the theoretical military 
thinking of Comrade Enver Hoxha is occupied by 
his teachings about the creation and functioning of 
the Free Military School. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s merit is that, relying 
on the teachings of the great Lenin, he developed 
them further and carried them out in practice for 
the first time, making the Free Military School a 
basic institution in which all structures of our 
Armed Forces, the entire armed people, are edu- 
cated, trained and prepared militarily. That a small 
country can arm and train the whole people, mili- 
tarily, this is not only one of the most glorious 
pages in the history of our people, but also a solu- 
tion without precedent in history. 

Summing up the experience of the Party of 
Labour of Albania and making a penetrating ana- 
lysis of the causes of that retrogressive process 
which took place in the Soviet Union and some 
other countries of former people’s democracy, Com- 
rade Enver Hoxha drew new and important con- 
clusions not only about the functioning, objectives 
and duties of the army, but also about the conti- 
nuous preservation and strengthening of its popular 
character, maintaining it always as the striking force 
in the hands of the Party, always loya. ind ready 
at any moment to defend the people and the Home- 
land from any external and internal enemies. 
His teachings that the leadership by the Marxist- 
Leninist revolutionary party is the decisive condi- 
tion for the existence of a people’s army, that the 
Party has been and remains the spirit of the army, 
the brain which guides it on the right road, that 
the Party is at the head of our defence, in command 
of our army, constitute the basic principles without 
the implementation of which there can be neither 
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a people’s army and: people’s war, nor victory in 
the field of battle. 

In Comrade Enver Hoxha’s theoretical-military 
thinking about the problems of defence we find a 
series of scientific conclusions of great value for the 
present and future development of the army and 
the strengthening of the defence capacity of the 
country. He formulated a comprehensive and com- 
plete concept on the defence, stressing that the 
Homeland is defended not only when we are mili- 
tarily prepared, but also when we are politically, 
ideologically and economically strong, when the 
Party and its leading role, when the state of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, when the unity of 
the people around the Party, are strengthened 
ceaselessly. Of special importance are his ideas on 
the complete merger of the army with the armed 
people, the integration of the problems of defence 
into the life of the Party and the masses, on the 
education of cadres and soldiers with the proleta- 
rian spirit and the securing of strong and organized 
rear areas for coping with success with all the 
needs of the army, today in time of peace and 
tomorrow in time of war. 

A very important constituent part of the theo- 
retical work of Comrade Enver Hoxha is also the 
Popular Military Art, a monumental work on the 
basis of which all the people are trained. This pro- 
foundly original and modern art of popular -war, 
worked out in conformity with the terrain of the 
country and the characteristics of our people, is and 
will remain a living testimony to the talent and 
wisdom of our unforgettable Commander. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha continuously devoted a 
great attention to working out our Military Art, 
carried out untiring work which began in the heat 
of the National Liberation War and continued 
in the period of socialist construction, Comrade 
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Enver Hoxha fought against and triumphed over 
numerous enemies in order to create and develop 
this art, in order to keep it free from any influ- 
ence of the bourgeois military art. The Popular Mi- 
litary Art was crystallized as a specific field of 
study of great theoretical and practical value, ne- 
cessary for deepening knowledge and forecast of si- 
tuations and phenomena in the field of action, for 
calculating and assessing the actions to be taken, in 
conformity with the laws and principles of the wag- 
ing of war, for ensuring the victory. With the crea- 
tion of this art, the Party of Labour of Albania 
accomplished a task of vital importance, because 
the building and the defence of socialism in the 
difficult conditions of the capitalist-revisionist en- 
circlement are better ensured when the military 
knowledge is worked out thoroughly in all respects. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha, with his profound 
knowledge of the history of the world and of our 
people, began to lay the foundations of the military 
science and the Popular Military Art from the ini- 
tial activities of the Anti-fascist National Liberation 
Movement, established correct ratios between them, 
allocated the tasks of the military strategy and 
tactics. The fundamental feature of the military 
strategy was its dependence on the strategy of the 
people’s. revolution, on the goals and objectives of 
the policy of the Party. 

The defining of the stages through which our 
war would go and of the organizational structures 
of the Albanian National Liberation Army, the 
mapping out of the main directions and the concen- 
tration of forces from the strategic aspect, the 
creation and employment of different kinds of arms 
and services, the operative-strategic leadership, the 
determining of the time and manner of going over 
to the general counter-offensive and the offensive, 
etc., these were some of the tasks which the mi- 
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litary strategy solved with great success on the 
basis of Comraite Enver Hoxha’s thinking and under 
his direct leadership. 

In these years special importance has Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s assessment of the advantage of par- 
tisan tactics in the conditions of our country, which 
successfully opposed the tactics of the enemy, 
avoided large-scale frontal battles by resorting to 
swift manoeuvre of forces from place to place, dealt 
the enemy deadly blows and preserved its own 
forces, and excluded the possibility for adventurous 
actions in the military field. Elaborating and de- 
veloping the tactics of partisan warfare, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha placed at its basis important principles 
and elements, such as assault and continuous acti- 
vity, surprise, initiative, swiftness of action and 
movement, etc., which were used according to the 
conditions of the military situation, the terrain and 
the weather in the regular fighting operations which 
the National Liberation Army organized and carried 
out with success. 

The strategy, the operative art and the tactics 
of partisan warfare, worked out by Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, stood the test of the war and emerged 
triumphant over the strategy and tactics of the 
enemies. This was one of the determining factors 
which impeded the bourgeois and reactionary forces 
from seizing the fruits of the war and the blood 
shed by the people, from taking state power in 
their hands after the war, as happened in some 
other countries. Thus, the teachings of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha became a living reality, the revolution 
in Albania was crowned with victory, which brought 
a new experience in the practice of the revolution- 
ary movement, the experience of the transforma- 
tion of the national liberation war into a popular 
revolution and its uninterrupted development on 
the socialist road. 
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After Liberation, in conformity with the stages 
of the development of our socialist revolution, and 
especially, with the concrete conditions of the 
country and the development of arms and fighting 
technique, Comrade Enver Hoxha worked out the 
strategy and tactics of our army for the defence 
of the Homeland. Consistently defending and fur- 
ther developing the teachings of Marxism-Leninism, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, opposing the views of the 
Yugoslav revisionists and their tools over the road 
which must be followed for working out and de- 
veloping the Military Art in the new conditions, 
placed the Marxist-Leninist theory, the fighting 
experience of our people, the revolutionary wars in 
the world, and especially, the National Liberation 
War which emerged triumphant over the bourgeois- 
capitalist military art, at the foundations of this art. 
He clearly defined the factors and bases on which 
this art must rely. These factors were: the leader- 
ship of the Party which was the surest guarantee 
for victory, the principle of priority of man over 
weapons, the principle of self-reliance, of the line 
of the masses, of the priority of the ideological 
work over the military work, ete. All this had a 
major importance not only for the carrying out of 
the revolution, but also for the present and the 
future of our socialist Homeland. 

In this living dynamic art we find the strict 
scientific formulation of the main laws and prin- 
ciples on which the popular war is based, the 
correct ratios between strategy, operative art and 
tactics, the ratio and relationship between man, 
weapons and terrain, the lasting and transient 
factors, the role of the forces and the kinds of 
arms, the importance of the fortification of the 
country in war, the role of the rear area, etc. 

As a great military theoretician, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha gave us the essence of our military 
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strategy and the contents of the popular war. He 
defined the general concepts of defence and the 
counter-offensive in a scientific manner, Considering 
their reciprocal dependence, our conditions and pos- 
sibilities, Comrade Enver Hoxha defined the stra- 
tegic concept, about which he points out that in the 
beginning, either because of sheer numbers of ene- 
my forces which attack us or because of the surpri- 
se element, we may be compelled to fall back to the 
«defensive strategy» but an, objective defensive stra- 
tegy can never, exist if it is not composed of and 
does not rely on. a number of assault tactical ope- 
rations. «...the phase) of the enemy intervention, 
which constitutes the defensive phase for us, is im- 
portant because in this phase we hinder the enemy 
to set foot on our soil. The phase of fierce fighting 
for impeding the enemy from advancing. should 
constitute the moment when.,its human forces and 
armaments are, weakened, .a phase for which no 
definite time-limit.can be. fixed, but» which leads 
to the balancing of.the forces and prepares the 
time of our general counter-offensive.»* According 
to this profoundly scientific concept, which is based 
on a thorough analysis of our moral, political, eco- 
nomic, and. military conditions, as well as on 
knowledge of armaments, technique, strategy and 
tactics which the enemy might. use,,.our army, by 
waging.a popular war on a regular front and with 
intensive activity in the rear of the enemy, is com- 
pletely in a position to come out in the field. of 
battle and meet any enemy or coalition of enemies 
and score final victory, relying on its own forces, 

In. Comrade Enver Hoxha’s comprehensive 
work, the problems of tactics, as a constituent part

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of the military art, occupy an equally important 
place as the problems of strategy. Further develop- 
ing the problems of tactics, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
gave us the contents of the modern tactics of our 
army. Expressed in a nutshell, tactical concepts 
should be understood, first of all, as political con- 
cepts; the development of tactics depends on. the 
perfecting of arms and military technique, both in 
our army and in foreign armies; in war, the de- 
cisive factor is the man; tactics and strategy are 
in dialectical) unity between them, because any 
tactic is part of the strategy and the totality. of 
tactics makes up the strategy; a series of conti- 
nuous tactical victories lead to final success, to the 
achievement of victory over the enemy; our tactics 
aims at holding on to every inch of territory at 
all costs, but not by digging ourselves into trenches 
and sticking to fortifications. Comrade Enver Hoxha 
teaches us that our tactic should be an assault 
tactic, employing swift manoeuvre and movement 
in the field of operations, the attack and the 
counter-attack. This constitutes the fundamental 
principle of our tactic and the basis of preparation 
for our army. 

In the years of fierce struggle against the in- 
terference by the Soviet revisionists and their se- 
cret agencies who, as in any other field in the 
field of military art, too, wanted to introduce their 
hostile views, to impose on us a capitulationist mi- 
litary art depending on their strategy, we see again 
the magnificence and the decisive role of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha who, with his foresight and high 
sense’ of vigilance, discovered the threads of the 
plot and liquidated the hostile activities engineered 
by the multiple agent Mehmet Shehu. By attacking 
and defeating the ill-famed theory of «sliding 
away», Comrade Enver Hoxha defended and further 
enriched the Popular Military Art. 
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His theoretical-military work, especially such 
documents as «We Must Make a Deep Study of the 
Military Art», constitute the programmatic orienta- 
tion about how the cadres of our army should 
understand and work out the problems of the 
Marxist-Leninist military art and science. In a series 
of important speeches such as «The Homeland is 
defended not only when we prepare ourselves mi- 
litarily, but when we are politically, ideologically 
and economically strong», «We must be prepared 
from every aspect for defence so that the enemy 
should not surprise us», «We must build socialism 
without for a moment overlooking the defence of 
the people and their victories», and so on, he makes 
a clear, convincing and scientific explanation of 
problems of strategy, the operative art and the tac- 
tical art of popular war. The theoretical-military 
thinking expounded in these works is distinguished 
not only for the profound Marxist-Leninist argu- 
mentation of the possibility that a small people 
can achieve victory in the field of battle, but also 
for the confidence, vigilance and strength which 
it arouses. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s heritage in questions 
of the war, the army, the defence and military art 
is extremely great and constitutes an invaluable 
treasury for the mastering of the military science. 
This heritage, which is found in the works of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha and the Documents of the 
Party, lies at the foundations of the political and 
military education of all the structures of our 
armed forces. It is a guide to action, to be ready 
for the defence of our socialist Homeland in any 
moment. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha left us a secure defence 
and a strong army, politically and ideologically 
tempered with the Marxist-Leninist theory, highly 
trained in the Popular Military Art, equipped with 
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all the necessary weapons and means, an army with 
a profoundly popular and internationalist character, 
a powerful and loyal weapon of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. Under the leadership of the Party, 
with Comrade Ramiz Alia at the head, it is our 
duty to further strengthen and develop this un- 
breakable defence, this powerful army, this mili-

DESIGNER AND IMPLEMENTOR OF THE 
FOREIGN POLICY OF SOCIALIST ALBANIA 


The figure of Enver Hoxha is an _ all-sided 
one, his theoretical thinking is very rich and his 
socio-political activity extremely vast. It is difficult 
for the simple scholar to analyse at the same time 
all the fields of his interest, or to separate the 
specific from the general. This occurs, perhaps, be- 
cause Comrade Enver Hoxha was never a creator 
in the abstract, he did not work or write merely to 
transmit other people’s thoughts to other people. He 
was a fighter who thought and acted for a concrete 
battle, he was a leader who addressed the masses 
to arouse them in revolution and work, he was a 
thinker who fought with the enemies over the new 
problems which arose each day, the acute problems 
of the time. The other difficulty is that social 
phenomena are not easy to understand or calculate. 
They have their source in objective and subjective 
causes, they are influenced by internal and external 
factors, past and present, temporary and permanent. 
Hence, their characterization and classification can- 
not be done through stereotypes, cannot be gauged 
by known measurements, cannot be constructed 
with borrowed prefabricates. 
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I think that the study of such a rich thinking 
and broad activity of Comrade Enver Hoxha in the 
field of the foreign policy of the Party of Labour 
of Albania’ and the international relations of our 
state also belong to this category of difficulties. 

The foreign policy has always been at the 
centre of the attention of Comrade Enver Hoxha. 
Suffice it to look at his diaries on the international 
situation to understand that it occupied an exten- 
sive part of his life and activity. However, his dia- 
ries are only a minor part of his daily activity on the 
problems of foreign policy. They do not include his 
consultations with the other leading comrades on 
these problems, his instructions for the foreign mi- 
nistry, his drafts for many of its documents, his di- 
rectives and orientations for the press about articles 
on international themes, his studies on different 
materials and his many, many other activities. They 
do not reflect those activities which have to do with 
the study of the problems of the contemporary re- 
volutionary processes in the world, with the com- 
munist and liberation movement, with the vast 
activity of the Party in its relations with the other 
communist parties. 

This great work was fot and could not be 
the result of a simple passion for international 
chronicles. This titanic work is the result of the 
deep understanding of the decisive importance 
which the knowledge of international problems, es- 
pecially those which have had to do with their 
fate, has had for the Albanian people and nation. 
It is an expression of the fierce struggle which our 
people and Party have had to wage to face up to 
the attacks, intrigues, interferences and plots of 
the many foreign enemies to overthrow our so- 
cialist system, to rob us of our freedom and inde- 
pendence, which we have won through the National 
Liberation War and the people’s revolution. 
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When Enver Hoxha entered the Albanian pa- 
triotic and communist movement, our people were 
sull fighting for the recognition of their national 
identity which the others denied them, for the crea- 
tion of their own independent state which. the 
foreigners did not want to accept, for their histo- 
rical and cultural identity which the world at large 
ignored. From his youth he saw with indignation 
the Great Powers treating Albania as a token for 
barter and giving its territories to the neighbouring 
monarchies for the services they rendered them, 
he came to know the Zogite regime which put the 
country up for auction for the foreigners, 

When fascist Italy invaded Albania and our na- 
tion was threatened with extinction, the Albanian 
patriots and revolutionaries, all honest and cons- 
cious people of the country were faced with the 
dramatic question: what would happen to Albania? 

The peoples who fought against fascism were 
convinced in the final victory which would lead to 
the destruction of the fascist occupiers and their 
liberation. But the problems were not the same. 
for example, for France and Albania. For example, 
nobody thought that after the war France would 
not return to its own borders. But the situation 
with Albania was very complex. The threat of a 
new partitioning of Albania by its neighbours was 
not only of a potential nature. The history of the 
First World War could easily be repeated. The 
Anglo-Americans had openly promised the Greek 
and Yugoslav governments in exile that they would 
try to satisfy their old territorial claims. Besides 
these «allies» demanded that the representatives of 
the old classes, those who had changed so many 
flags, were by all means to be placed at the head 
of the future post-war Albanian state, if it was to 
be created. They knew that, as they had sold out 
the country to the Yugoslavs, the Italians and 
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others in the past, the representatives of these 
classes would not hesitate now to hand it over to 
the British, Americans or whomever else. 

This was the situation, these were the condi- 
tions in which the National Liberation War had to 
be waged on two fronts: one, military, to oust the 
fascist occupiers and to overthrow the traitors, and 
the other, diplomatic, to deal with the allies so 
as to secure genuine independence after the War. 

Today this may seem simple enough, but only 
a great man of genius such as Enver Hoxha could 
realize this formula in the complex situation of the 
time, to make the people conscious of their rights, 
to wage the struggle on all these fronts. 

The foreign policy which he formulated at that 
time was not a policy based on passing circumstan- 
ces, nor was it a policy made up according to the 
situation. It was the result of the Marxist summing- 
up of the historical experience of the Albanian li- 
beration movements and the world revolutionary 
processes, it was the result of the direct experien- 
ce of the joyful and painful events of our people, 
it was a result of profound thinking about the fate 
of the Homeland, of a great feeling of responsibility 
towards the country. 

Ardent patriotism and proletarian internatio- 
nalism were merged into one in Enver Hoxha. 
However, these two pillars of his political and ideo- 
logical formation were not based on that kind of 
revolutionary spontaneity which generally characte- 
rizes progressive youth during the periods of social 
upheavals. They were based on a conscious and 
creative study and conception of the history of the 
nation and the Albanian patriotic movement, on 
one hand, and the theoretical assessment of the teach- 
ings of the October Revolution, as well as the 
critical analysis of the European communist mo- 
vement, on the other. 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha’s original thinking ma- 
nifested itself in all its strength in those entirely 
new principles about the political and economic in- 
dependence of the country, the sovereignty of the 
people and the nation, the relations with allied and 
enemy foreign states, which were reflected in the 
program of the National Liberation War and which 
have remained at the basis of the foreign policy 
of our People’s Socialist Republic. 

Even in the most progressive bourgeois theory 
and practice the political independence of medium 
and small states is never conceived as complete. It 
is accepted that to a certain extent these states are 
forced to submit to the decisions and agreements 
of the Great Powers, that to exist they must without 
fail be under the protection of a foreign power. 

In the Marxist theory, too, the problem of the 
political independence of these states and their re- 
lations with the Great Powers is treated in general 
terms and very little in detail. 

Right from its first days, the Communist Party 
of Albania, with Comrade Enver Hoxha at the head, 
presented the problem that, unlike what could 
have happened in the past, the liberation of the 
country should lead to its complete independence, 
without any political obligation to or any kind of 
conditions imposed by foreign powers. 

Hence, the conflict with the Anglo-American 
allies in wartime, apart from its practical aspects, 
also had its ideological aspect which was, perhaps, 
even more acute. Proceeding from their political 
concepts and interests, in general, the big allies 
were interested in the resistance movements only 
to the extent they served them in the war against 
Germany. They did not even imagine that smaller 
states could make themselves heard over their pro- 
blems and, especially, the international arrange- 
ments after the war. 
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This great conflict between the principle of 
complete political independence, upheld by the Par- 
ty with Comrade Enver Hoxha at the head, and the 
right the Great Powers arrogated to themselves to 
interfere in the affairs of others, or their insistence 
on others blindly following their foreign policies, 
or the imposition of their course in the internal po- 
licies of other countries, has been one of the main 
causes for the so-called break with the Anglo-Ame- 
rican allies, with Titoite Yugoslavia, Khrushchevite 
Soviet Union, China of Mao Zedong and Zhou Enlai. 

When the Anti-fascist Coalition was created it 
was hoped that foreign relations would improve in 
the future. These hopes arose from the fact that the 
democratie countries, as Britain, France and the 
United States of America were called at that time, 
were supposed to have drawn some lessons from 
the not-minor part of responsibility they had in the 
outbreak of the Second World War, which their peop- 
les were paying with their own blood and vast 
destructions. The failure of the League of Nations, 
which had been created as an instrument to prevent 
war and a means to defend the member countries 
from foreign aggression, was also supposed to bring 
about the establishment of more correct relations 
between nations. These hopes for the future had 
some sort of justification because the Soviet Union 
at that time was very active in the international 
arena as a supporter of the revolution and de- 
fender of the freedom and independence of the 
peoples, The fact that it had denounced the secret 
treaties of the Great Powers, that it opposed secret 
diplomacy, was a great promise that the great tra- 
gedy of Versailles would no longer be repeated 
to the detriment of the peoples. 

Those were the considerations from which the 
Communist Party of Albania and Comrade Enver 
Hoxha proceeded in joining the antifascist coalition, 
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adhering to the Charter of the United Nations, 
endorsing the decisions of the three Great Powers 
in Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam, supporting the 
initiative for the creation of the United Nations 
Organization, etc. 

However, our Party, the leadership of the Na- 
tional Liberation War, with Comrade Enver Hoxha 
at the head, and the Albanian state remained vi- 
gilant at all times and fought consistently and 
resolutely along two lines: just as they sincerely 
and resolutely tried to establish correct relations 
of equality and mutual respect with the friendly 
and allied countries, with the same adherence to 
principle, resolution, courage and conviction they 
fought against them when they abandoned and 
violated these principles. 

Many a one in foreign countries continue to say 
to this day that «breaking with allies» is a characte- 
ristic of the policy of the Albanians, and especially 
of Comrade Enver Hoxha. 

Their ideological limitations, their bourgeois- 
revisionist concepts and their hostility to socialism 
play a great role in this absurd claim of theirs. 
These people are ready to accept any absurdity, to 
accept any contradiction, to ignore any historical 
truth, only to negate that a small state can live 
independently from their blocs, away from the 
tutelage of the imperialist Great Powers, oppose 
their hegemonic policy and follow its own inde- 
pendent policy. 

Today, seeing the situation of the smaller part- 
ners of NATO and the Warsaw Treaty and the 
other military and political blocs, where «limited 
sovereignty» has now become a sanctioned norm, 
we even more clearly understand the decisive im- 
portance of the principle of defence of complete 
national sovereignty which, on the initiative of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha, has been sanctioned in the 
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Constitution and the other fundamental laws of the 
Albanian state. 

Naturally, it is no easy to live up to this prin- 
ciple, even more so when you are forced to cons- 
truct socialism in one country alone and in a world 
where the laws of the imperialist and revisionist 
jungle predominate in international relations. Its 
implementation demands not only political and ideo- 
logical stability but also outstanding courage and 
resolution. 

The bases of the foreign policy of our Party 
and state were laid since the National Liberation 
War. They were further developed and perfected in 
the new situations created around our country and 
the world after Liberation. 

Our Party and people have waged a fierce 
struggle against the imperialists, revisionists and 
other enemies to defend the freedom they have won 
and the socialist system they have built. In this 
heroic struggle and great polemic which represents 
one of the most brilliant pages in the history of 
New Albania and one of the fields where Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s brilliant mind has shone more than 
anywhere else, the principles of the foreign policy 
of the socialist state on the different problems of our 
times were clarified and concretized even better. 
Comrade Enver Hoxha’s great contribution can be 
seen in the formulation of the main ideas of this 
struggle, in the elaboration of theoretical arguments, 
and in the assumption of concrete political stands, 
and in its entire tactics and strategy. 

When in the sphere of the political and ideolo- 
gical struggle difficult and complex problems 
emerged such as peaceful coexistence with countries 
with a different social system, the stand towards 
imperialism and the revolutionary and liberation 
forces, the relations between the communist par- 
ties and the socialist countries, etc., Comrade 
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Enver Hoxha distinguished himself as a. creative 
Marxist-Leninist thinker, as a resolute communist 
militant and a statesman of rare wisdom. Thus, for 
example, the problem of the definition of the form 
and content of relations among socialist countries 
was an entirely new problem posed for solution in 
post-war international relations. No such relations 
had existed before, therefore, they had to be built 
from the start. But on what basis? There were some 
general principles, elaborated by the classics of 
Marxism-Leninism, but they did not deal with 
the concrete fields of their realization. Before the 
war the Soviet Union had to do only with federated 
nations within its state system, but not with in- 
dependent states outside this system, There were 
the relations between the communist parties in the 
framework of the Communist. International, but 
these were of a different nature. Moreover, the 
Comintern itself had been dissolved and one of 
the reasons for its dissolution had been that it could 
no longer cope with the new conditions in the form 
it had been set up. 

Until. 1948, state, political, economic, cultural 
and other relations between Albania and the So- 
viet Union were quite limited. These relations were 
not of such an extent as to require an adjustment 
and general regulation of the norms on which they 
were based. Until then the socialist forces did not 
yet have the power completely in their hands in 
the countries of people’s democracy. The experience 
of our relations with Yugoslavia was entirely ne- 
gative. It came into conflict with Albania precisely 
because it wanted to establish with it the old bour- 
geois type relations, to carry out with Albania a 
chauvinist policy of great-power rule and dictate 
aimed at its eventual annexation. 

From 1948 to 1953, until Stalin’s death, many 
fruitful efforts were made for the development of 
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new relations among the countries that then formed 
the socialist. camp. This period, however, was in- 
sufficient to give their content a completely socialist 
character and to find the most suitable forms in all 
the wide range of party and state relations among. 
the socialist countries. 

When the Khrushchevites came to power all 
these problems awaited solution. But instead of 
working to solve them, they backed out in counter- 
revolutionary direction. Indeed, the Khrushchevite 
betrayal manifested itself, in the first place, in the 
relations with the socialist. countries. Proceeding 
from their great-state chauvinism and the old great- 
power concepts, they began to interfere brutally 
in the internal affairs of the socialist countries, to 
encroach on their national sovereignty and establish 
total control over the internal and foreign affairs 
of these countries. Through the organisms set for 
the common economic development, for collabora- 
tion in the field of defence and availing themselves 
of the agreements concluded up till then, they tried 
to transform the socialist countries into appendages 
of the Soviet economy, into instruments of their 
foreign policy and simple pawns. in their diplomatic 
games, 

It is the merit of the Party of Labour of Al- 
bania and, in the first place, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
of being the first to denounce this situation and pub- 
licly expose the counter-revolution which had 
occurred in the Soviet Union. Comrade Enver Hoxha 
was the first to see that the policy conducted by 
the Soviet leadership after Stalin’s death was a 
great-state chauvinist policy which was assuming 
openly imperialist features and characteristics. His 
historic speech at the Meeting of the Communist 
Parties in Moscow on November 16, 1960 is not only 
an outstanding act of revolutionary courage but is 
also an important expression of the creative appli- 
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cation of Marxism in the broad fields of tne revolu- 
tionary strategy of the international communist mo- 
vement and the construction of socialism in those 
countries where the revolution had triumphed. 

As he had done earlier with Yugoslavia and 
would do later with China, Comrade Enver Hoxha 
defended the Marxist-Leninist and internationalist 
principles on the relations among the communist 
parties and the socialist countries. His formulations 
of the character of these relations are a fundamental 
contribution to the enrichment of the treasury of 
Marxism-Leninism, From the beginning he stressed 
that there cannot and should not be a «mother par- 
ty» and «daughter party», a «big party» and «small 
party», a «leading party» and a «party that carries 
out orders». He pointed out that the parties, adher- 
ing to the teachings of Marxism-Leninism and in 
conformity with the situation in which they operate 
and the experience they have, without any external 
intervention, formulate the political line for which 
they have complete responsibility before their peo- 
ple, the world proletariat and the peoples of the 
world. In their relations with the vanguard de- 
tachments of the working class of other countries 
they are entirely equal and independent. This, na- 
turally, not only does not exclude, but on the 
contrary, presupposes and makes indispensable fra- 
ternal collaboration, the co-ordination of action, 
the elaboration of a common strategy and stands 
on important problems which have to do with the 
developments in the world today. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha was correct when 
drawing attention to the fact that it is natural 
that, because of the different conditions in which 
they operate, different levels of ideo-political matu- 
rity, different experience and traditions, etc., mis- 
understandings and disagreements may arise bet- 
ween communist parties on this or that question. 
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The only correct way to overcome these difficulties, 
he stressed, is that of constructive criticism in a 
friendly and communist spirit, the achievement of 
unity on the basis of consultations far from any 
dictate or imposition. 

Our Party and Albania have adhered to these 
principles, the correctness of which has been proved 
by time, in their relations with the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist parties and socialist states. Loyalty to these 
principles, their correct implementation, non-inter- 
ference in the affairs of others, have resulted in 
the Party enjoying the respect and admiration of 
all the genuine Marxist-Leninists, their communist 
love and internationalist support. 

One of the fields in which Enver Hoxha made 
a major contribution, both from the theoretical and 
the practical point of view, is his analysis of impe- 
rialism and the definition of the stand which should 
be maintained towards it. 

He is the first Marxist who analysed impe- 
rialism in a new, Leninist way, in its economic, po- 
litical, ideological, cultural and other aspects, in the 
period of development after the Second World War, 
who clearly defined the characteristics of its strate- 
gy, who observed and defined the connection of 
the latter with the emergence and spread of mo- 
dern revisionism. 

His book Imperialism and the Revolution is a 
capital work in the Marxist-Leninist literature of 
our time, a work which contains not only an in- 
comparable analysis of the present processes of 
world development, but also counterposes the stra- 
tegy of the revolution to the imperialist strategy 
of world domination for its overthrow and the 
construction of a new world without oppressors 
and exploiters. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s fundamental idea on 
this question is that just as the freedom and inde- 
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pendence of the Homeland cannot be won or 
defended without fighting imperialism, neither can 
the revolution be carried out in separation from 
this struggle. He has denounced the modern revi- 
sionists like no one else, condemning their claims 
that socialism can exist without anti-imperialism, 
that the oppressed peoples can be liberated from 
internal and foreign domination in peace and 
friendship with the imperialists and reactionaries. 
The teachings and views of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
on imperialism have found complete implementation 
in the irreconcilable stand and the resolute opposi- 
tion of our country to the United States of Ame- 
rica, the revisionist Soviet Union and the other 
imperialist powers. 

Our Party, with Comrade Enver Hoxha at the 
head, has always clearly defined the demarcation 
line from the beginning. It has never had illusions 
and has made no concessions. Precisely because our 
country has maintained this stand and has waged a 
resolute struggle against them, has it been able to 
defend its freedom and independence, secure the 
triumph of the revolution and the construction of 
socialism. 

The struggle against American imperialism, So- 
viet social-imperialism, the other imperialists and 
the entire world reaction represents the only prin- 
cipled internationalist policy which serves the ge- 
neral cause of the revolution and socialism, the 
cause of the liberation and progress of the peoples. 
This struggle is not easy. It demands not only re- 
solution and courage, but also sacrifice and selfless- 
ness. Only through ardent patriotism, lofty spirit 
of solidarity with the other peoples and an oustand- 
ing revolutionary spirit can the joint attacks of 
the imperialist powers and international reaction 
be beaten in the world today. 

«... The strength of the policy of our People’s 
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Republic,» said Comrade Enver Hoxha, «consists in 
the fact that it defends its just cause, a sacred cause 
dear to all peoples. You must know how to seek 
and find this cause, to make it your own and 
defend it with all your might. But to defend it 
with all your might means, first of all, to be pre- 
pared to accept any sacrifice. The People’s Repu- 
blic of Albania has chosen this course thanks to 
its glorious leadership, the Party of Labour, and no 
storm has ever made it, or will ever make it, waver 
from its course.»* 

Comrade Enver Hoxha has continually taught 
and educated our people to be vigilant and to be 
aware that both in the past and teday the threat 
of the policy of imperialism and social-imperialism 
to our freedom and independence, as well as to 
the peace and security of the peoples, is real and 
tangible, therefore, the struggle against the two 
superpowers and their allies is an imperative task 
which must be earried out every day, every hour, 
in every field and by everyone. He stressed that it 
is an indispensable condition for the defence of 
the freedom and independence of the Homeland and 
for the construction of socialism, an internationalist 
condition and duty in supporting the revolution and 
the liberation struggle of the peoples. 

One of Comrade Enver Hoxha’s greatest ideas, 
of which Albania is the unique example of its 
implementation, is that of self-reliance both for the 
internal development and for the relations with 
abroad. 

The history of our people’s revolution and the 
construction of socialism has proved that the policy 
of self-reliance, which stems from the great Marx-

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ist-Leninist principle according to which the in- 
ternal factor is decisive, whereas the external factor 
is secondary, has been the only correct policy which 
could save Albania once and for all from foreign 
dependence, which could protect it from the nega- 
tive influences of the changing international cir- 
cumstances, which could completely secure national 
freedom and sovereignty, and independent political, 
economic and cultural development. This was not 
easy. Old concepts, mentalities and opinions had to 
be combated, and in the conditions of a very small 
and poor country, like Albania was in the past, 
they had a considerable influence. 

In old Albania the opinion prevailed, not only 
among the ordinary people but also among the pro- 
gressive democrats, that the country could not 
progress without aid, credits and even without 
foreign capital. They were for the development of 
agriculture, the construction of railroads, the open- 
ing of mines, etc., but were not able to conceive 
how these could be achieved relying entirely on 
internal resources, on the strength of the nation. 
Their concepts often led to a kind of fatalism’ and 
immobility or even to mistakes of a strategical and 
tactical nature over which the progressive political 
movements of the past were bound to fail. 

The freeing of the conscience of the working 
masses from old concepts, which in one way or 
another linked the development and defence of the 
country with the external factor, is one of the great 
victories of our Party. 

Socialist Albania has three times been in such 
situations that the enemies thought that by denying 
it economic aid and breaking off cooperation with 
it they would force it to capitulate and submit to 
them. And three times it has shown the world 
that there is no force that’ can shake, or means 
that can destabilize, an economy which is based on 
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its own internal resources and forces. This happened 
in 1948 when in one day the Yugoslav revisionists 
ceased to honour all obligations they had towards 
our country and stopped all trade exchanges, think- 
ing that the threat of starvation would make us 
surrender to them. In 1960 Khrushchev, too, bry- 
tally cancelled not only the credits which had been 
officially stipulated and were in conformity with 
all the rules of international law, but also cut off 
ordinary trade exchanges and withdrew all the 
Soviet specialists working in Albania. He thought 
that our country would not be able to complete the 
industrial projects which were under construction 
or exploit the existing ones. 

The Chinese revisionists repeated this arbitrary 
action. They, too, cut off the credits and withdrew 
the specialists, hoping that this would make Albania 
go bankrupt. The heroism of our workers, special- 
ists and leaders was immense. But even greater 
was the heroism of our Party, the historical fore- 
sight of Comrade Enver Hoxha who had fought 
for the creation of the industrial and technical base 
and the training of those cadres so as to be able 
to cope with any blockade in order to develop an 
economy independent from any changing economic 
or political circumstances in the world. 

As Comrade Enver Hoxha teaches us, econo- 
mic independence is of vital importance for the 
development of every country. It is the basis of 
national sovereignty, freedom and complete inde- 
pendence. Some may say that for a small and poor 
country economic independence is very difficult to 
rapidly achieve. Of course, for this country there 
are many difficulties, but they are not insurmount- 
able. The important thing is that a country, that 
achieves political independence, should make it its 
aim to achieve economic independence, too, having 
confidence in the forces of the people, and work- 
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‘ing with all its strength for the development of 
the economy, relying on its own forces.) Loans, 
credits, foreign investments are not the only forms 
of international economic cooperation as the mono- 
poly bourgeoisie and the revisionists present it. 

When the Party of Labour of Albania and the 
Albanian people ‘denounce and fight against. the 
economic and military integrations of imperialism, 
when they reject the enslaving system of capi- 
talist credits and loans, they do not demand the 
isolation of the country and autarky. They reject 
the old bourgeois mentality, according to which no 
state can advance on its own feet, but not the de- 
velopment of normal trade based on mutual interest 
and useful cultural relations, etc. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha said: «We did not begin 
to trade with other countries..., but we have done 
so since the time we founded our new state. This 
trade has been based on the principle of mutual 
benefit, I supply you, you supply me, without 
credits or debts conditioned with political conces- 
sions... We have been and are for balanced trade 
exchanges without discrimination or restrictive 
measures, without any political obligation, without 
at any moment or in any circumstances putting 
up for auction the lofty national interests of the 
country, of socialism and Marxism-Leninism.»* 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s ideas and views on 
foreign policy, his activity in the field of interna- 
tional relations from start to finish have enjoyed the 
unanimous approval and support of our people. Dur- 
ing his entire life Enver Hoxha said what his people 
wanted and in their. language. He fulfilled the

At the memorial rally Comrade Ramiz Alia 
said, «The whole conscious life of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha has been struggle. Struggle for the 
freedom of the Homeland, struggle for the construc- 
tion of socialism, struggle for the emancipation of 
the people, struggle against external and internal 
enemies who sought to return us to the former 
slavery. Just as he stood in the forefront of the 
battles and clashes of the National Liberation War, 
with the same rare political courage and profound 
ideological maturity he led the Party and the people 
in the clashes with the many plots, pressures and 
interference of enemies during these 40 years of

«This courage and this dauntless stand of 
Enver Hoxha», he pointed out, «lie in the founda- 
tions of the Albanian fortress, therefore, it has al- 
ways been strong and impregnable against any

Today the Party of Labour and socialist Alba- 
nia enjoy high authority, great sympathy and 
respect amongst the revolutionaries and the pro- 
gressive peoples of the world. This does not occur 
either for sentimental reasons or for any specific 
preference. 

Albania has not been donated its international 
position, its authority and respect in the world, its 
complete freedom of action in the relations with 
other states, its good name among the civilized and 
progressive nations.

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A GREAT PROLETARIAN INTERNATIONALIST 


The great revolutionary epochs have always 
brought forth distinguished people, who have known 
how to understand the objective demands of the 
social development, to place themselves at the head 
of the movement of the masses, to illuminate the 
perspective of triumph for them, people who have 
left their mark on the road of history. Such is the 
great and unforgettable leader of our Party and 
people, Comrade Enver Hoxha. His glorious name 
and work will always remain dear and precious not 
only to us Albanians, but to all genuine revolution- 
aries and Marxist-Leninists, progressives and the 
peoples everywhere in the world, who have known 
him as a great proletarian internationalist fighter, 
an ardent supporter of the revolutionary and li- 
beration movement of the working class and the 
peoples, of all those who struggle for justice and 
social progress. 

Comrade Ramiz Alia has said: «Enver Hoxha 
is an outstanding figure of international commun- 
ism. Just as He was an ardent patriot He was 
also an ardent internationalist. His struggle and 
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work devoted to the progress of the revolutionary 
movement of the international proletariat, the de- 
fence of Marxism-Leninism, and the support of 
the cause of the national and social liberation. of 
the peoples represent a brilliant example of de- 
dication to the cause of communism.» 

In the theoretical thinking and in the entire 
practical revolutionary activity of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, the struggle for the national interests 
of our people and country is merged into one with 
the struggle and efforts for the triumph of the 
cause of the proletariat on a world scale. He always 
regarded the triumph of the revolution, the con- 
struction and defence of socialism in our country, 
not only from the national point of view, but also 
as a component part of the world revolutionary 
process of our time, from the viewpoint of the 
carrying out of the internationalist duties towards 
the world proletariat, just as he considered the 
revolutionary and liberation struggle in the other 
countries, the struggle for the triumph of socialism 
in the world, as a support for ensuring the genuine 
national interests of our people and country. 

The entire theoretical and practical work of 
Comrade Enver Hoxha is permeated by militant in- 
ternationalism. It is clearly distinguishable in his 
orientations to connect the liberation struggle of 
our people with the great Anti-fascist Struggle 
of the peoples, or when he sent the Albanian 
partisan divisions to the aid of the peoples of Yu- 
goslavia. This internationalism, however, assumed 
new proportions after the Second World War, with 
the emergence on the scene and the spread of 
modern revisionism among the international com- 
munist and workers’ movement. 

The Party of Labour of Albania and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha were faced with the difficult but 
glorious task of raising the banner of Marxism- 
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Leninism and the ‘revolution, deserted by the re- 
visionists. Precisely because Comrade Enver Hoxha 
was the representative of a small country, such 
as Albania, and of a relatively young Party, 
compared to many communist and workers’ parties 
created since the founding of the Third Interna- 
tional, his merit before world communism was 
even greater, his cause demanded even more cla- 
rity and creative thinking, more ideological and 
political courage, a deeper feeling of the interna- 
tionalist duty and unwavering confidence in the 
justice of our cause so as to be able to cope with 
that unprecedented struggle against imperialism, so- 
cial-imperialism and modern revisionism, to assume 
those historic stands at the most crucial and cri- 
tical moments, to make that invaluable contribu- 
tion to the defence and enrichment of Marxism- 
Leninism, to the development of the revolutionary 
movement in the world during these four decades. 

The period following the Second World War 
brought about a series of transformations and new 
phenomena; the world revolutionary and liberation 
movement was faced with a series of problems of 
great and vital importance, which demanded urgent 
treatment and creative solution. The bourgeoisie 
and the modern revisionists exploited this situa- 
tion so as to put in doubt and reject, as old, out- 
dated and unsuitable for our time, several of the 
fundamental theses and teachings of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

The restoration of the capitalist economy dur- 
ing the first period after the War, the new techni- 
cal-scientifie revolution and the development of the 
productive forces connected with it, the marked 
increase of the production of consumer goods, the 
spreading of state monopoly capitalism and the 
extension of the intervention of the bourgeois state 
in the economy, the liquidation of the old colonial 
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system — these and other phenomena of the post- 
war period served as a basis for the emergence of 
all kinds of theories and the creation of opportunist 
illusions on the alleged change in the nature of 
the capitalist and imperialist order. The creation 
of a new society of «general well-being», which 
was christened with different names: «consumption 
society», «post-capitalist» or «post-industrial» so- 
ciety, in which capitalism and socialism «converge 
and merge» into one, ete, was advertised. The 
liquidation of every kind of exploitation, domina- 
tion or foreign dependence of the peoples and 
countries of the-«third world» was declared. The 
essence of all these preachings was to prove that 
allegedly the time of class battles, revolutions and 
national liberation wars is over once and for all, 
and the time has come for the epoch of «general 
harmony», class conciliation between the prole- 
tariat and the bourgeoisie, the peaceful competition 
between the two systems, equal collaboration bet- 
ween the capitalist metropolises and the oppressed 
peoples, ete. 

It was not in the least easy to find the path 
in this complicated labyrinth and profound dis- 
order, to rise against the opportunist and _ revi- 
sionist current which became dominant in the 
world communist and workers’ movement with the 
emergence on the scene of Khrushchevite revisio- 
nism. Many communist parties, especially in Eu- 
rope, fell into the counter-revolutionary positions 
of revisionism, because they were rotten internally 
and prone to opportunism. Others were confused 
and caught up in the current. There were also those 
which, although they felt they were on the wrong 
road, did not have the clarity or the courage to 
rise against the betrayal and staggered into the 
quagmire of centrism. The Chinese opposed the 
Khrushchevite revisionists, but from the positions 
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of pragmatism and big-power chauvinist rivalry 
and, with their stands full of unprincipled zigzags 
and turns, they further increased the confusion. 
A great number of petty-bourgeois currents and 
groups with extreme leftist, Trotskyite and neo- 
Trotskyite, anarchist, terrorist, Foquist tendencies, 
ete., proliferated and grew as a reaction to re- 
visionism; with their anti-Marxist preachings and 
adventurous actions they rendered more difficult 
the struggle to stem the revisionist wave and 
caused the revolutionary movement disillusionment 
and failure. 

In this situation of ideological retrogression 
and chaos, Comrade Enver Hoxha was the one 
who rose resolutely and unhesitatingly in defence 
of Marxism-Leninism and developed it in a creative 
manner, responding from correct positions to all 
the problems which had arisen, opposing the stra- 
tegy of imperialism and modern revisionism with 
his Marxist-Leninist strategy of the revolution, 
the liberation struggle and socialism. The reports he 
delivered at the congresses of the Party of Labour 
of Albania, his major Works Imperialism and the 
Revolution, Eurocommunism Is Anti-communism, 
Reflections on China, The Khrushchevites, The 
Titoites, Reflections on the Middle East, etc., are 
a contribution of incalculable value to the treasury 
of Marxism-Leninism on the problems of the re- 
volutionary tactics and strategy. 

It is the great merit of Comrade Enver Hoxha 
that, especially in his book Imperialism and the 
Revolution, he makes a profound and all-round 
economic, political and ideological analysis of pre- 
sent-day imperialism, rejecting all the bourgeois- 
revisionist speculations on the «ageing» of Marx- 
ism-Leninism and the new conditions and pheno- 
mena which allegedly justify the renunciation of 
the revolution and the liberation struggles. Com- 
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rade Enver Hoxha’s conclusion that the Leninist 
analysis of imperialism fully maintains its validity 
to our days, that present-day imperialism preserves 
the same fundamental features described by Lenin, 
that the Leninist definition of our epoch as an 
epoch of imperialism and proletarian revolutions, 
of the inevitable destruction of imperialism and 
triumph of socialism, remains always valid, because 
it is not a simple observation but a thesis of great 
importance for the world revolutionary movement 
of our time. This is a strategic orientation diame- 
trically opposed to that of the revisionists, it is a 
call for revolutionary action. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha not only defended the 
Leninist analysis of imperialism and proved its 
validity for today, but he further developed and 
enriched it, discovering and analysing the new phe- 
nomena of present-day capitalism, based on a 
deep knowledge of the processes and facts which he 
analyses and interprets with rare mastery from 
the stand-point of the materialist-dialectical me- 
thodology of Marxism-Leninism. This is not an 
academic study with an aim in itself, but a study 
entirely in the function and at the service of the 
revolutionary activity. Comrade Enver Hoxha ana- 
lyses the present forms of capitalist concentra- 
tion, from state-monopoly capital, the multinational 
companies, to the inter-state capitalist corporations, 
etc., to show that they do not in the least lead 
towards the spontaneous integration of capitalism 
into socialism, as the reactionary heads of the 
social-democracy, modern revisionists and oppor- 
tunists of different hues claim. On the contrary, 
they prove that present-day capitalism has reached 
the stage after which there is no other perspec- 
tive apart from its overthrow through the prole- 
tarian revolution by violence and the establishment 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat. Through his 
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analysis he proves that this process of the concen- 
tration and further centralization of production 
and capital has not in the least altered the exploit- 
ing nature of capitalism, on the contrary, it has 
increased and intensified the oppression and impo- 
verishment of the working people, further deepen- 
ing the contradiction between labour and capital 
and making the proletarian revolution an indis- 
pensable demand and a duty of the time. The ex- 
tensive and well-grounded analysis of the plunder 
and oppression of the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America by the imperialist powers, which is 
done today through the mechanism of the export 
of capital and enslaving credits, through the techni- 
cal and technological monopoly of the metropolises 
and the manipulation of prices, through the multi- 
national companies, through the arms trade and in 
other forms, up to direct armed intervention and 
aggression, leads Comrade Enver Hoxha to the 
conclusion that not only has the second major 
contradiction of our epoch, that between the op- 
pressed peoples and imperialism, not been elimi- 
nated, but on the contrary, it has been further 
deepened and, as a result, the anti-imperialist na- 
tional liberation struggle of the peoples today 
remains on the agenda as the only road of their 
salvation from foreign exploitation and oppression. 

From the analysis of present-day imperialism, 
Comrade Enver Hoxha draws the great, vital 
teaching that not renunciation of the opposition to . 
imperialism, not conciliation and unprincipled bar- 
gaining with it, as the modern revisionists and 
different opportunists preach and act, but deter- 
mined struggle against it is the only correct road 
for the social and national liberation of the workers 
and the peoples, for social progress, as well as for 
the defence of peace and security in the world from 
the threat of imperialist wars. He always regarded 
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the stand towards imperialism, the blow-for-blow 
struggle against it as one of the fundamental 
problems of the strategy of the genuine communist 
parties for the triumph of every revolution, be it 
popular democratic, anti-imperialist or socialist, as 
a touchstone for the political and ideological assess- 
ment of every political force on a national plane 
and on an international level, as a demarcation 
line dividing the genuine revolutionary, patriotic 
and democratic forces, on the one hand, from the 
forces of reaction, counter-revolution and national 
betrayal, on the other, the Marxist-Leninists from 
the modern revisionists and other renegades. 

The imperialism of our days is distinguished 
from that of the period prior to the Second World 
War, especially, because of the fact that it presents 
itself in the form of social-imperialism, too, so- 
cialism in words and imperialism in deeds. The 
merit of the PLA and Comrade Enver Hoxha is 
that they have made a complete theoretical and 
political analysis of Soviet social-imperialism, de- 
nouncing and unmasking its «socialist», «anti-impe- 
rialist», «internationalist», «liberation», and «peace- 
loving» demagogy. Comrade Enver Hoxha’s con- 
clusion that in our time one cannot successfully 
fight against imperialist oppression, for freedom, 
national sovereignty and socialism, for the eli- 
mination of the threat of war and the defence of 
peace, if alongside the struggle against American 
imperialism the same struggle is not waged against 
Soviet social-imperialism with equal force and 
determination, is of capital importance for the de- 
velopment of the revolutionary and liberation move- 
ment, for the peoples and the peace-loving for- 
ces. Comrade Enver Hoxha has also made a de- 
vastating criticism of Chinese social-imperialism, 
of great value for the genuine revolutionaries and 
the freedom-loving peoples.

With great determination, Enver Hoxha draws 
the attention of the peoples and the progressive 
forces on the indispensability of always maintain- 
ing sharp vigilance against the expansionist, oppre- 
ssive, aggressive and war-mongering policy of the 
two superpowers, American imperialism and So- 
viet social-imperialism, which represent today the 
most rabid and dangerous enemies to the revolu- 
tion, socialism, the freedom of the peoples, world 
peace and security. The present-day developments 
prove ever more with each passing day the cor- 
rectness, far-sightedness and vital importance of 
the resolute principled stand of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, who maintained that it is indispen- 
sable to combat and reject the illusions broadly 
spread amongst world opinion by imperialist-re- 
visionist propaganda that the fate of peace and 
mankind depends today on the agreement and un- 
derstanding between the two superpowers. He 
opposed these illusions, proceeding from the Marx- 
ist-Leninist concept that peace and security in the 
world are not achieved through the establishment 
of «harmony» or «equilibrium» between the super- 
powers, the division of zones of influence between 
them, etc., but through the struggle against impe- 
rialist pressure and intervention, through the strugg- 
le for the liberation of the peoples, through streng- 
thening national independence and _ sovereignty. If 
the aggressive imperialist war cannot be prevented, 
then it is the duty of the revolutionaries, the 
proletariat and the peoples to turn it into a libe- 
ration war. 

The entire analysis which Enver Hoxha makes 
of the imperialism of our days is closely connected 
with the cause of the revolution. From this analysis, 
which shows the further decay of imperialism as 
a result of the present crisis of the world capi- 
talist-revisionist system which has greatly aggra- 
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vated all the contradictions of that system, the un- 
precedented intensification of the exploitation and 
oppression of the working people and the peoples, 
but also their revolt, Comrade Enver Hoxha reaches 
the conclusion that the world is at a phase that 
the question of the revolution and the national li- 
beration of the peoples is not only an aspiration 
and a perspective, but a problem laid down for 
solution. He regards this as an_ historical indis- 
pensability also for the prevention of the threat 
of a new devastating general imperialist war. This 
capital thesis, his evaluations that the revolutio- 
nary situatioa in many countries has matured or 
is maturing that the world today is on the move 
towards great outbursts, that the situation today 
is like «an erupting volcano, a scorching fire, a 
fire which will burn the oppressive and exploiting 
ruling classes», are a message delivered to the pro- 
letariat and thé peoples that the time has come for 
struggle and active revolutionary actions. 

In front of the whole world, two diametrically 
opposed strategic stands clash with one another: on 
the one hand, the resolute, principled Marxist- 
Leninist . stand of the PLA and Comrade 
Enver Hoxha, who clearly and unequivocally 
support the revolution and demonstrate its indis- 
pensability in our time; and, on the other hand, 
the stand of the modern revisionists of all hues 
who, despite their different nuances, all together 
try to deny the revolution, to sabotage, hinder and 
suffocate it. 

With the degeneration of socialism and the 
restoration of capitalism in the Soviet Union and 
a series of other countries, with the desertion of 
the Marxist-Leninist positions by the majority of 
the communist and workers’ parties and with their 
falling into opportunist, reformist and social-de- 
mocrat positions, great confusion was created about

the roads of transition. to socialism, as well as about 
the socialist society itself. The Leninist teachings 
on the universal laws of the revolution and _ so- 
cialist’* construction were rejected, all. kinds of 
«socialist» formulas and methods were advocated, 
Titoite, Khrushchevite, Maoist, Italian, French or 
Spanish Eurocommunist, alongside several open 
non-Marxist «socialisms» such as social-democrat, 
Islamic, African, ete. ‘ete. which despite the 
differences between them agree on the essential: 
in not accepting or denigrating the fundamental 
teachings of Marxism-Leninism about socialism and 
the roads to achieve it, in the attempt to preserve 
capitalism in this or that form, 

The invaluable historic: value of Comrade 
Enver Hoxha’s' work, his special internationalist 
merit before the’ revolutionary movement of our 
time, lies in the fact that with unwavering reso- 
lution and adherence to principles he opposed this 
dangerous counter-revolutionary strategy of the re- 
visionists, denounced their complete betrayal of 
the cause of the revolution and. socialism. world- 
wide, made the main contribution to. dispersing 
the revisionist fog. This is not a simple refuta- 
tion of the revisionists’ claims, but a profound and 
argumented criticism of their deceptive concepts 
and preachings on the «deproletarianization — of 
bourgeois society», the «peaceful, parliamentary, 
reformist and legalist road of transition to so- 
cialism», the «spontaneous integration of capitalism 
to socialism», etc.; advertised by them as «creative 
development» of Marxism- Leninism in the present 
conditions. In the process of this polemics Comrade 
Enver Hoxha has formulated a series of important 
ideas which enrich the treasury of the doctrine of 
scientific socialism and are of great assistance for 
the activity of the revolutionary forces and the new 
Marxist-Leninist parties. 
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Alongside the exposure of the revisionist 
theories on the alleged different «democratic» and 
«national» roads of transition to socialism and the 
arguing of the fact that only one road — the re- 
volutionary road described by Marxism-Leninism, 
leads to socialism, also of great importance for the 
successful development of the struggle of the work- 
ing class and the peoples is Comrade Enver Hoxha’s 
thesis on the indispensability of establishing a 
clear demarcation line between genuine socialism, 
which is built according to the teachings of Marx, 
Engels, Lenin and Stalin, and the different pseudo- 
socialisms. It is the great historic merit of 
Enver Hoxha that he defined such a line through 
his all-round, scientific and militant criticism of 
Yugoslav «self-administrative socialism», the «real 
socialism» of the Soviet revisionists, the «pluralist 
and democratic socialism» of the Eurocommunists 
and the concepts and practices of «Chinese so- 
cialism», which are nothing but disguised variants 
of the bourgeois society. Above all he has establi- 
shed such a line through his immortal ideas, teach- 
ings and work which are embodied in the reality 
and the revolutionary experience of socialist Al- 
bania. 

_ Opposing and refuting the opportunist and 
capitulationist strategy and preachings of the mo- 
dern revisionists, consistently adhering to the thesis 
of the revolution through violence as a universal 
law of transition from capitalism to socialism, and 
the people’s armed struggle as the proven road to 
liberation from the imperialist bondage, Comrade 
Enver Hoxha at the same time showed that they 
have not and cannot have anything in common 
either with military coups, or with anarchism and 
terrorism, or with Foquist practices and concepts 
which cause great harm to the revolutionary and 
liberation movement, lead it to defeat and are ex- 
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ploited by the bourgeoisie, imperialism and the 
revisionists to discredit the idea of the revolution 
and liberation struggle. Comrade Enver Hoxha’s 
ideas and teachings on the armed uprising in which 
the experience of our people and Party, but also 
the experience of the struggles of other peoples 
are summed up from the positions of Marxism- 
Leninism, are a great asset for all revolutionaries. 

One of the fundamental aims of the global 
strategy of imperialism and modern revisionism 
following the Second World War was to put down 
and liquidate the great national liberation move- 
ment of the oppressed peoples. The destruction of 
the colonial system of imperialism under the blows 
of the struggle of the freedom-loving peoples was 
an historic victory. A large number of countries of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America did away with 
direct colonial dependence and emerged on the in- 
ternational arena as independent states. However, 
the old, aggressive, brutal colonialism was replaced 
with the new forms of neo-colonialism. The bour- 
geoisie and imperialism surrounded this new system 
of exploitation and oppression with a haze of 
demagogical theories, allegedly to prove that the 
epoch of the anti-imperialist liberation struggles 
was now over and had left its place to the period 
of relations of equal and peaceful collaboration 
of mutual benefit between the industrialized ca- 
pitalist countries and the «developing» countries. 

No less active were the modern revisionists, 
who through preachings try to alienate the peoples 
from the struggle against imperialism and neo-co- 
lonialism for the defence of their rights and na- 
tional assets, for genuine sovereignty and inde- 
pendent development. The renegade Tito formu- 
lated the theory of «non-alignment», of renuncia- 
tion of the national liberation struggles. Capitali- 
zing on the slogan of anti-imperialism, the Khrush- 
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chevites used the former authority of the Soviet 
Union and its economic and military potential to 
infiltrate into the national liberation movement in 
different countries and zones, to ensure the neo- 
colonialist’ expansion of Soviet social-imperialism. 
During the 60’s the Maoist propaganda made great 
ado ‘about the struggle of the oppressed . peoples 
and nations against imperialism, but time was 
quick to prove that all that noise was only a prag- 
matic manoeuvre. There. emerged the «three 
worlds» theory; it called on the oppressed peoples 
to desert the struggle against. American imperia- 
lism and the other imperialist powers, against. the 
local reactionary. regimes, agents of imperialism, 
and to make unprincipled alliances. with them to 
oppose the alleged only threat, that from Soviet 
social-imperialism. 

It is the merit of the Party of Labour of Al- 
bania and Comrade Enver Hoxha who, with cou- 
rage and Marxist-Leninist clarity, rose against this 
unrestrained bourgeois-revisionist. demagogy. 

Through an analysis based on many facts. and 
data, Comrade Enver Hoxha proved. thatthe neo- 
colonialist. relations did not and could. not. bring 
genuine freedom to the peoples. On the «contrary, 
the imperialist exploitation, plunder and subjuga- 
tion of the oppressed peoples and the dependent 
countries continued extensively, now through in- 
direct, disguised and more sophisticated forms and 
ways. Especially in his book Imperialism and the 
Revolution, Comrade Enver Hoxha. makes a_ge- 
neral synthesis of the present mechanisms and 
forms of the neo-colonialist exploitation of the 
peoples, both by American imperialism and the 
other Western imperialist powers, as well as by 
Soviet social-imperialism. 

In complete opposition and in irreconcilable 
polemic with the bourgeois-revisionist views, 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha draws the conclusion that 
the overthrow of imperialist and social-imperialist 
‘domination, liberation from foreign exploitation 
and dependence, attainment of political freedom 
and economic independence, achievement of ge- 
nuine national sovereignty and creation of condi- 
tions for the progress of the oppressed peoples are 
not a phase of the past, but on the contrary, re- 
main on the agenda as capital and urgent problems 
of the progressive development of human society 
in our days. Comrade Enver Hoxha considers the 
stand towards the liberation struggle of the oppre- 
ssed nations and peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, which comprise the majority of the world 
population and the powerful allies and reserve of 
the world proletarian’ revolution, as a great prob- 
lem of principle and as one of the main lines 
of demarcation between Marxism-Leninism and 
the revisionist’ renegades, between the genuine 
revolutionaries and the enemies of the revolution. 

Considering the anti-imperialist national. libe- 
ration movement of the peoples as one of the power- 
ful currents of the world revolutionary process 
of our days, Comrade Enver Hoxha regards it. in 
close connection with the revolutionary struggle 
of the working class, with the cause of socialism 
in every country and on a world scale. He rejects 
the Chinese preachings of the «third world» and 
stresses that the liberation struggle in the depen- 
dent countries can achieve complete and true suc- 
cess only if it is linked with the cause of the 
proletariat and the perspective of socialism, Na- 
turally, the Marxist-Leninists support and must 
support the genuine liberation and democratic mo- 
vements even if they do not directly set themselves 
socialist tasks, and even if for objective and su- 
bjective reasons there is no revolutionary party of 
the working class in their lead. In this context, 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha has made a profound and 
original analysis of the revolutionary and anti-im- 
perialist movements of the Moslem peoples, such 
as the Iranian revolution of 1979, which, despite 
their religious colouring, are based on the revolt 
of the masses of the people aroused by the plunder 
and oppression by the imperialist powers and the 
local reactionary forces, by the poverty and suffer- 
ing weighing on them. Comrade Enver Hoxha con- 
ceives the task of the Marxist-Leninists in the 
anti-imperialist and democratic national liberation 
movements and revolutions not as lending passive 
support to the other political forces, but as waging 
an active struggle to secure the leading role of 
the working class in these movements, to carry 
the struggle consistently through to the end and 
to open the way to the transition of the anti-impe- 
rialist, democratic and popular revolution to the 
socialist. revolution. Only in this manner can ge- 
nuine national freedom and sovereignty be secured. 

Comrade Enver Hoxha’s contribution to the 
cause of the revolutionary and liberation struggle 
of the peoples is the expression of a militant, in- 
ternationalist stand which directly serves the needs 
and demands of that struggle. In his theoretical 
work he makes a concrete analysis of the problems 
of the revolutionary and liberation movement in 
the countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
and in the Arab countries, indicating the common 
features and characteristics of each continent, zone 
and even country, on the basis of a profound 
knowledge of the socio-economic conditions, the 
history, culture and traditions of each people, ca- 
refully, continually and systematically following 
the situation, the development of the more impor- 
tant events, and from all this he draws conclusions 
and lessons of great value. Therefore, the revolu- 
tionaries and peoples of those countries find in 
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Comrade Enver Hoxha’s work clear answers to the 
acute and vital problems they are faced with in 
their struggle. 

The betrayal of the modern revisionists, first 
the Titoites, then, especially, the Khrushchevites, 
the Euro-communists and the Chinese was a set- 
back, especially, for the subjective factor of the 
revolution and the liberation struggle, their leading 
staff, the communist and workers’ parties, most 
of which degenerated into parties of reforms, into 
organizations of the social-democratic type, fire- 
extinguishers of the revolution. This was a grave 
setback which turned the world revolutionary pro- 
cess many years behind. In this situation of con- 
fusion and social regression the PLA, with Comrade 
Enver Hoxha at the head, raised the banner of the 
historic fight against revisionism and gave the 
signal for the organization of the sound revolutio- 
nary forces. Comrade Enver Hoxha’s struggle for 
and contribution to the establishment of a demar- 
cation line between Marxism-Leninism and mod- 
ern revisionism was one of the factors of major 
importance which gave a powerful impulse to the 
process of differentiation in the ranks of the 
communist and workers’ movement, of the ideolo- 
gical, political and organizational separation of the 
Marxist-Leninists from the revisionists, their union 
into genuine revolutionary parties of the working 
class. 

_ Comrade Enver Hoxha regarded the creation, 
development, consolidation and tempering of the 
new Marxist-Leninist communist parties as an ine- 
vitable historical process and a decisive factor for 
carrying forward the cause of the revolution de- 
serted and betrayed by the modern revisionists. 
In those parties he saw the force which would 
undertake the task of opposing the counter-revo- 
lutionary strategy of the bourgeoisie, imperialism 
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and modern revisionism with the Marxist-Leninist 
strategy of the revolution and the _ liberation 
struggle, in order to make the masses conscious, to 
organize them and lead them in struggle and re- 
volution until the achievement of victory. Comrade 
Enver Hoxha was always close to the Marxist- 
Leninists. With a profound internationalist feeling, 
at many comradely meetings and talks with them, 
in a great number of Works and writings, he has 
dealt broadly with the problems of organization, 
education and tempering of the new Marxist-Le- 
ninist parties and their revolutionary cadres, he 
has given them fraternal advice and encouraged 
them to revolutionary action, has concretely assist- 
ed the Marxist-Leninist parties and forces to free 
themselves from any negative influence of the 
old parties, to build their illegal and legal struggle 
on sound bases in conformity with the concrete 
conditions of their activity and the historical tasks 
they face. He untiringly put his extensive expe- 
rience of a distinguished communist organizer and 
leader at their disposal. 

Enver Hoxha has given valuable assistance, 
especially, to the new Marxist-Leninist parties 
and forces on the questions of the revolutionary 
strategy and tactics. His contribution in this field 
is outstanding for the broad range of problems he 
treats and the profundity of his thought, for his 
dialectical concept which does not admit any kind 
of one-sidedness or dogmatism. 

Enver Hoxha’s contribution to the cause of 
the revolutionary and liberation struggle of the 
proletariat and peoples, his dauntless internationalist 
support for this struggle are recognized and 
highly valued by the Marxist-Leninist, revolution- 
ary,and progressive forces, and the freedom-lov- 
ing peoples everywhere in the world. 

«Enver Hoxha,» the first secretary of the CC 
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of the CP of Brazil, Joao Amazonas, stressed, «is 
an example of self-denial, revolutionary courage, 
consistency in the ideas he represented, of a 
staunch and honoured militant of the Party of 
communists. He is a symbol of determination in 
struggle, of confidence in the people, love for the 
socialist Homeland, of a consistent internationalist. 
He is a symbol of the invincibility of revolutionary 
ideas.» 

Time will go by, but the peoples will always 
remember and honour the immortal deed and name 
of Enver Hoxha, the great internationalist revolu- 
tionary who put all his energies, abilities and 
genius unreservedly in the service of the sacred 
cause of the liberation of the workers and peoples, 
of socialism and communism, with love and respect. 
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
